So dreadful is that Power, that, of a thousand pulpits 
on it* soil, oot one haa the martyr-spirit to- confront, 
it— of a thousand chart has, whether Catholic, Episco- 
pal, Prabvutian, Baptist, or Methodist, not one hsa 

the courage to unchristian lie it. No meetings oan 
be held u> discus* the question of human rights, in 
ilation to the Slave population ; no .press is tolerated 
liiat speaks out boldly and uncompromisingly against 
asking man the property of man ; *a dead silence ia 
ivery where enforced, a gag is,t>utinto every month. - 
except when slavery is to be defended, or the friends 
ufimpartial liberty are to; be denounced. Not only are 
there the severest legal penalties to he ifwurreu by 
agitating the subject, but outrage and death in thoir 
most appalling forms, by what is called the ilynch' 
prneeas. No parallel to this state of society can be 
found in any despotic government on earth.

Christ, ami love fet his ohsrseUr— wsre 
evertlemsndedor exemplified, it has beajn iv the prop 
ecution of the Anti-Slavery mflSMmSsn. from ita com- 
the present hour, as, on the other 
side af ..the Atlintic, in the struggle for the abolition 
of British, West India Slavery, the purest, the meet 
disinterested, tho most philanthropic, the most truly 
pious, rallied together ; so, on this side, the same el- 
have mingled for the deliverance of a much 
larger number from bondngc, but through tribiila. 
id peril unknown abroad. Tho men. and the 
n whom God has inspired to demand liberty for 
the enslaved in this land are Worthy of the apostolic 
age. They need no defence. IWpositinnwtiich they 
serenely maintain in the midst of a scoffing ahd mer- 
ciless nation — feared, abhorred, proscribed by the 
Pharisaical, the powerful, and the despotic — howled at 
id hunted by the lewd* the profane, and the riotous 
honored and blest by the 'suffering and the oppress- 
I— is their noblest eulogy. They are neither fan n ti- 
ll nor mad, neither foolish nor ignorant, neither vio-'

'Shey 
ask nothing more than that liberty may he ■ prjjtleim- 
ed throughout all the land, unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.' As friends, neighbors, citlsens — In all .the

In 
their company the ungodly take no delight. It is 
aim to keep their consciences void of offence to-, 
toward nun. Nor is the abolition of 
dy enterprise in which theft sympathies 
— Th* temperance cause hat no more 
thorough end reliable supporters ; they constitute the 
backbone of, the petee enterprise, in its radical iorrn : ;

friendly interest. For the .last, twenty years, they, 
have been a • spectacle to angels and to men* — but 
where is the evidence of thci r misconduct to-be found, 
except in opening their rqpjLths for the suffering antf 
the rlumb!

Hia di- 
rections shall be complied with in respect to the 
nepers. The extra copy shall be sent to Hen. B. 
Clay. 

Mr. Coates may be assured that we have not 
the least disposition to suppress information in 
respect to the Republic of Liberia. On the con- 
trary, we are desirous to give all tbe publicity to 
the affairs of the Republic which caa^be possibly 
gteasjed from all the various sources of informa- 
tion. Indeed, we are of the opinion tbari Liberia 
should be looked after, by the black meh of this 
country,- especially. There are thqussnSs of hu- 
man beings in Liberia. Their moral, intellectual^ 
and religious wants, are, and must be, matters of 
interest to us: and what .is more, those wants must 
bo supplied from this country. The trade of Li- 
beria must be with onr Northern States, general- 
ly, and mostly. We would that all this trade 
were in the hands of black men- Any one who 
may go to Liberia to trade, to teach, to preach, 
or to encourage in any matter of enterprise, we 
object no more thereunto, than to going to the 
Sandwich- Islands, for the same purposes. But 
when Colon izationists talk about the degradation 
of negroes, as an impassable harrier in the way 
of their efevation; and that the' effort to elevate 
to equality with the whites will prove unavail- 
ing; that we most therefore go to'eome other conn- 
try to bo men, and to enjoy, the righto of men; 
when such papers aa tbe JounuU of Commcrct and 
Courier ortdl^oinrer, that are and always have 
been, the bitterest of all the enemies of the black 
nen of our countrv, and tha constant opponents of 
ill tne effort* for the restoration of black men's 
rights, abuse snd traduce I the free blacks of the,, 
country, aa a means of inducing o* to go to Africa, 
then we protest against such colonisation ism with 
all our might, in the iuuw of aa outraged people. 
And wfaen h; js prnproaed to convert Africa to such 
that of the '•feanwu' at" Commnrt arid Dr. 
Spring, who dec) ared as tMuU noifret oil Me *fe*es 
in' Of eotoifrjr, if he ofrnM aV *> fry a nagfe prayer 
to JUmighty Sod, or 'the el ave- catching and kidnap- 
ping religion of Dr. Spencer; Dr. Sharpe, Dr.lHewks, 
Dr.Krebe,or any other preachers who sermonhw in 
behalf of the slave law of President Fillmore sgd 
Daniel Webster, — when it is proposed to convert 
Africa to mek a religion, onr whole sout erica act in 
agony— Let her alone; let her live inMahomnredaii- 
Ism, or any form of Heathenism, rather than concert 
her ton religion eo abhorent to God, so destructive 
to man'! .' '. > 

We propose to have onr friend, Mr. Coates, write 
for us on the subject of Colonization, and select 
articles for our columns on thia, subject, and we 
shall make such remarks, thereon as to us shall 
seem best. Thus the whole subject of Colonisation 
will be under discnaiiofl. 

Now, a word a* to the civilization and evangeliza- 
tion of Africa. We do not look to the esublirfi- 
ment of such governments sa that of Liberia for the 
work of civilisation: and evangelisation of Africa. 
Colonies Ijke that look after their own interests. 
Their selfishness will control themjo much in their 
intercourse with the natives, as to do sriy-thing elae 
than evangelise them. The corrupt ions of the col- 
onists will spread their infectious yVn So ence among 
the natives, or the latter will bff driven back, and 
finally exterminated. Suchfiae been the deplorable 
result of colonisation open these shores. The 
Aboriginea have either been driven back, or, exter- 
minated, or they have, like the Cberobees, become 
slaveholders. That such will be tba result in 
Africa, WO have reason to fear, froai what hs* already 
transpired: in and about the Republic of Liberie, 
But when we fee the .glorious result of snch a mia- 
sionaathatat Uenaj, snd its influences aporiitbs 
native chiefs and warriors, id the midst of a desolat- 
ing war, we cannet help concluding that such a - 
mission hia^qne more for Africa, in seven years, 
tban Liberia has eihee its settlement. We look to 
Christian mwioni, estab1ished,by and consisting of 
Chftotian teacnerS, preachers, farmers and mechan- 
ics, for the civilisation and evangelization of Africa. 

As to the reflea influence of Liberia bpoD Amer- 
ican ahvery, we' are not so hopeful. There are 
black men of talent, education and wealth scattered 
all oyer the North and the Sooth. ' What effect has 
the knowledge of thie fact upon the slaveholders ? 
There are black communities a!) around its, within 
five dsyi sail of us. What influence has this fact 
upon Northern or Southern slsvocraU ? The Libe- 
rian Republic will have no belter influence upon the 
ssme class than has* the Welt Indies, and the

citizen* of Hartford, held in the Fifth Congrcgati 
4) Church, Talcott street, on the evening of the 3 _ 
nit., ferthepttrpoeeor discussing the constitution- 
ality end justice of the Fugitive Slue Law, a Com- 
miUM or five persoe-, previously appointed at > 
sisBfkf meeting, resorted, through, roe, Uie accom- 
panying resolutions, which were unanimously adopt- 
ed. It was tlwrewlved that they »») published in 
the three leading papers or Ibli city, fat owing to 
the fact that they were mislaid by one/of ihe-8e«e. 
tariaa, I hare only jest now been -able to Obtain, 
them. And though -Isle in their pnbncstiSnTit 
•■ems proper that we should not appear indifferent 
spectators at a crisis when the whole country ii yet 
agitated by questions pertaining to ogr liberties, 
and when we are the innocent occasion of liberty 
meetings to sympathise with and defend us, and pro- 
slavery meetings to persecute and enslave 

Beside this, tho colored people snd their friends, 
who are opposed to this slave law, have been grossly 
misrepresented byeome patriotic citizens and schei 
ing politicians, who seek only political aggrandize- 
nvetn, by pretended devotion to the TJoioii. These 
magnanimous gentlemen, in their subservi _„ 
Southern dictation, are not only willing to forgo 
—•■d rivet new chains on our oppressed countrymen, 
but demand the whole free North to join with their 
blood-hounds in hunting* dow 
scarred and panting fugitive. And when we are 
the especial subjects of this odious law, and hear 
the hounds baying oh our track, to be silent 
different wonld indicate that we we re ehher maniacs 
or fools. But, air, we are men, rational snd intelli- 
gent. However reloelsot the Hon. Isaac Touoey 01 
Mr. VP. J. HameValey may be to believe it, it is 'no! 
the lees true. We possess all the faculties, the sen- 
sibilities, the affections and tho sympathies of men. 
The fact that colored people ore called negroes, 
darbies, arid varioos names of contempt, by pro- 
slavery editors, and other Chriatians, who hate them

Hath not a negro hands, 
organs, dimensions, senses, affections, passions ?' I»

Constitution ; as if she knew that when she- came 
to rivet chains upon us in a free Slate, wo would as- 
sert our manhood, by so appeal to the laws of God. 
We believe that the Constitution and common law 
were designed to protect and aecure liberty to nil. 
And if these do not recognize us as men, we may 
claim, at least, with the bees/or the foreet. the 
right to escape or resist the hounds, though the law 
forbid. By the way, I wish to state a Tact which 
may correct aome wrong impressions made on the 
public mind. At the meeting that rallied for the 
Union and Slavery on Saturday evening, Mr. Ffllon 
took occasion to say that a faction of the Abolition- 
bad held a meeting in that hall to oppose the 
Fo'gitive Slate Law, and had left the negroes to pay 
the eipeneee. I do not pretend to know hie motive 
stating just enough to give a wrong impression. 

I will simply say, that after the colored people of 
this city had marked out their coarse, without know- 1 

sympathised villi them, or that Ihere^had 
been a single meeting in the country to oppose the 
law, they stopped again to count the cost, and to in- 
quire whether the citiiens of Hartford would allow 
them to elude the slave-catchers, or would join in 
pursuit. ' They hired a hall and solicited a public 
expression. They appointed a committee to wait 
on our influential citizens, without distinction of 
party, and request them to call a meeting for that 
purpose. They walked.lhe city from morning till 9 
'clock amight, and were able to obtain to' the call 
one butsuch gentlemen as those whose names 
;ere subscribed. Mr. Hamersley remarked at the 
previous meeting that the signers of that call were 
of the most respectable snd influential citizens, 
but that they were principally peraona of the Free 
Soil party ; while he probably knew that he nor 
ne of his party had the courage to sign it. Men 
all parties told the committee that they were op- 
posed to the law, and would attend the meeting, but 
they did not wish tosubscribu their names to a call. 
Thatmeetingwass triumph of liberty. We can 
words to express our gratitude to the citizens 
of Hartford. We can only say, that from the bottom 
we -thank lliem lor that manly demon- 
stration. 1 

Ws rejoice and thank God, that notwithstanding'"

But Southern membeis resisted this prapositnfii, and 
would not consent to any interference. 

Bnt, air, to come more directly to this question 
of fugitive slaves, The report of the committee, 
giving the form of the Constitution, contained a 
Clause for the return of fugitives from justice. They 
ere to be delivered up by the Executive of the 
ale to which they fled. It is done at the expense 
such-State. 

On considering this report, Messrs. Butler and 
Pinckney, ol South Carolina, proposed to amend the 
report, so as to make it the duty to surrender np fu- 
gitives from labor in the same manner. But Mr. 
Wilson, of Penn. objected that audi an amendment 
would ' compel the free Stares to do it at the publi 
expense.' 

Mr. Sherman, of Conn., said: ' He could see r 
more propriety in arresting a fugitive servant o 
slave at the public expense, than there would be in 
arresting a horse.'' Anil Mr. Butler, on these sug- 
geatioiw being made, withdrew his proposition. Sir, 
not a member of that'body dared stand up then and 
advocate an amendment, which should involve us 
the expense or disgrace of arresting fugiti 
Sir, no stronger evidence of the acenra 
views which I hive 
been left on. record. 

ft was the, intention of these framera ol the Con. 
stitution to secure to the master the right lo pursue 
and arrest his slave without molestation or hindrance. 
They then declsred that no law or regulation should 
be passed by any State, by which the fugitive should 
be released from service or labor: 'non-interven- 
tion was their doctrine. By the Constitution, we 
are bound to deliver up the fugitive slave to his mis- 
ter, in the sarbe manner font we deliver, up our 
friends to the cjsil officer. We are not permitted; 
lojnferlerc. We are to stand neutral, and permit 
the ruastfir to taka his slave, if he can. 

Sir, did these framers of the Constitution intend 
that Northern freemen should leave their shops, 
their ploughs* their tnerchandiae, to give cImum in fu- 
gitive slaves ? Why, audi an assertion would be a 
slander, a libel on those patriots. The law of 4793 
was framed in accordance with the ConaiitutirVn. 
That gives to the mister no process for the arrest 
liis slave. It lends no aid of the Governntaiit, or e 
of its unifiers, nor of any citizen of-any SUtfi, 
or assist the master in arresting or carrying back 
, slave. That taw secures him against interfor- 
ence on the part of any person to prevent him from 
arresting and returning hie slave. Thosu who had 
assisted in rremino; the Constitution, assisted in 
framing this law. . They knew th intention (if those

Even then, while God has made J 
blood all nations; while all men are Heaven- 
endowed with the tight— taa inalienable right— to 
liberty i while God den»'ndB the Don-retnm jjf tbs 
fleeing servant; while tuo Lsw of Love and the 
Golden Rule remain ; while slavery is the most 
grant and sacreligioue violation of the right of 
and the prerogatives pf God ; while, in i word, 1 
remains eny distinction betwixt right and wrong, each 
a Constitution, such laws, and such court decrees, 
wooW be the sheerest, the most guilty f 
They would lack every element of law, snd would 
therefore be of no binding force, no legal worth, do 
real authority. And wherefore? Simply because, in 
thg language of the fearless Gerrit Smith, neither 
can any one of tbe crimes which are cmponont parts 
of Blavery, nor slavery, the incomparably Tkrtsnic 
compound itself, be legalised. What ia morally 
wrong can not be made legally right What a 
shame it ia that preacheri sod politicians pretend not

not the least doubt that it will be overruled for good. 
I believe (hats more fatal blow to slavery could not 
have been struck, than ibe passage of this 
ft moos law, which will arouse many who have hereto- 
fore been lukewarm or indifferent an the strbject of 
slavery. While slavery wu confined to t(ie u Soiilh, 
Theie-wwe content no*, to meddle with it;' but now 
it ia brought to their own doom, and the attempt-* 
directly made by this law to make every man at the 
North participator in it — and to make theni • I eye- 
catchers, if not slave holders.

Death or a Batovnn Dauohtbh. 

Smacpsii, Dec. 30th, 1850. 

Bsotrkr W*bd: 

My Sketches hive recorded the afflkjions of 
others ; their beresvments have often deeply effect- 
ed my heart. Abto, ak a mourning family, we need 
the sympathies and prayers of all who loveour Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity. As weeping parents, we 
record the death of our eldest daughter — our first- 
born child — Sopoia. We know you ' weep with 
those who weep.' Vou know that she suffered much 
tot several years. We always felt grateful that you 
manifested eo much interest in her case. She ever 
bailed your visit* with joy. But abe has gone ; ber 
spirit peacefully left the body Saturday rooming, 10 
o'clock, Dec. 31st, 1850. That irritation of the 
spinal nerves, which caused so much suffering, in- 
creased for eome months pest Her system became 
more and, more feverish, Some five weeks since, 
she had an attack of intermittent fever; end the 
scene was closed by the typhus fever. I cannot 
allow myself to dwell on the bodily pains which she 
endured, as the eftbet* of her complicated and chron- 
ic maladies; but I most torn -my attention to the 
rnsflifeetstiens of her rmnd and of her heart. You 
and yoar'readera well make due allowance, should 
you discover evident tokens of the partiality of a 
beartetriekeoftther. 

Sorau loved home most ardently. Being eo 
much detained at hume, she cherished the domestic 
affections 1 la a mushjsJ degree. She could not otudy 
Id accordance with fired rales; yet such was the 
lotirity of her mind, that abe could not be content 
without study. Her desire for knowledge, a* ex- 
pressed by one of her jiatty notes to ber ftthcr, may 
be seen, in connection' with other traits of her cbar- 
iter, in the following estracte: —

- Boat slavery, then, concern yon for yourselves ? 
Immeainrably mar* fhoald it eoncorn yon for the 
millioinoTywoMlaved caantry. Iiityour duly 
to deliver yourselves from it* toils? I nfinitely high- 
er is your duty to free the slave. What hinders yoo 
from giving this help ? 8sy yoo, that the Constlta- 
tiondoee? We admit, (hat, in moat of the interpre- 
tation* of that instrument there it an abundance of 
pro-alavery. But wo affirm that, in the inatrnment 
itself, there i* none. We admit, that pro-*lavery is 
to be (bund in some of the clashing and uncertain 
bittorie>-af the iubrnment. But we affirm, that, 
for the-purpo*e of iototprcting it, w« have nothing- 
to do with these histories j and that we are to deter- 
it* character and claim* from it* pages, and 
not from iu histories. We admit, that there iaaome 
faiatorical evidence, that certain pertoni had the pur- 
pose to get alavery into the Constitution. But the 
question ia— did they get it in? Their purpose is 
•thing, if it was not successful. 
What, however, if the Constitution, instead ofre- 
liring, a* it clearly doe*, the immediate extinction 
of slavery, require* it to be upheld ?— vain, altogeth- 
er vain, iasucfa requirement, against the obligations 
which flow from the natural Bud unchangeable rela- 
tione of men to each other. These relations, being 
before and above any relations created by the Cun- 
vthotion, mutV be ausUiaed and honored, even 
though all artificial and conventional relations do 
thereby perwh. >. 
In it Mid, ; toot we are not to interfere with the in. 
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stitutien* of our niter States?— and that ilarary ia 
Virginia or Georgia is beyond oar legitimate reach?' 
We answer that wherever in our nation or ttt any 
other nation, the rights of men are cloven down, 
there ia a work for us to do, in behalf or our earn, 
mon humanity, Neither by Slate nor National 
line* are our sympathies to be hounded :— and, 
wherever our sympathies are called for, thither 
ahonld we go in peraon, ir that- be needful to make 
oof sympathies moat effective. It is & fiction of men, 
instead of the truth of Sod, that wt, have not too 
right to help each of the oppressed as dwell beyond 
the limits of oor Stale or nation. The aame right 
have ws to fly to the succor of the. oppressed 
Italian or Hungarian, aa to redress the wrongs of 
our country men and neighbor*. It ia tyrentf, who 
are not willing to be disturbed in their oppression of 
their subjects— it J* these who have instilled into 
the well-nigh universal mind the leeaon, that a man 
ha* no right tn carry his philanthropic etTorts be- 
yond hi* own ewuntry. But that lesson ta ecorned, 
wherever the (Marine or the human brotherhood io 
intelligently and lovingly apprehended. Draw as 
many line* upon the surface of the earth, and 
* ' *■ many nations as yon will, this can in do 
affect the righta which pertain 'to membership 
in the human family. Theee were as fully the 
right* of the Samaritan, when ia Judea, aa when in 
Sanmria ; and, hence, bia liberty to minister to hu- 
man want aa wetl In the one nation ~ as in the other. 
These righta ara unimpaired ih the beloved Joseph 
Sturge and rllibu Burritt;— *nd, hence, their liberty 
to go aroong the contending powera of Europe for 
the purpose of making peace. They, are unimpair- 
ed 1 in the eloquent and excellent George Thompson 
also ;— and, hence, he may come to the afore* of 
Amerjca to plead the causa of the down-trodden. 
It is true, (hat Sturge.and .Bnrritt are not Dane*, 
and that Thompson is not an American. But, Storge 
and Burritt are brothers of Danes, and Thompson is 
the brother of Americana : and, surely, one brother 
hu the right to help another, meet they where 
they may, in the wide world. 

Deny our right to deliver the millions of our 
countrymen who are crushed in the iron folds, of 
slavery ! " Why.V wherever a nominal Christianity 
prevail*, (and the prevailing Christianity of no na- 
tion i* mora than, nominal, ) there were a real Chri*- 
tiauiir, then would it be acknowledged, overall 
Christendom, that, to break up the nest of Pirate* 
Southern States, sad to break up every other 
F pirate*, ia the first work of ^hrutianity *0nd 
k to which ho State nor national boundaries 
abonh! bo latferad to present any impediments. 

We' presume not, fellow citizens, 
what you ahall do for the overthrow of American 
slavery. It ia for yen to determine, aa you are *blo 
isety, by what mean* you ahall undertake Id 
compaff this object But we eannot close thi* Ad- 
dress without reminding you, that in vain will be 
all your efforts to thia end, whilst you are identified 
with American religion or American politics. These 
th* great props of American alavery. America 
boaste of her republicanism and arsojf her religion. 
But there is not in tba wide world another inch 
compound of hypocrisy, meanness, and cruelty, ai 
in to be seen in her repuHicaoiam, and, also, -is her 
religion. We mean by American religion, that re- 
ligion which our national oceletiiiucal partie*

"-"LSP2 IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

"Tlflv. Wm. S. Balch, of New York, has just been 
down in North Carolina preaching, and has written 
home to the Christian MesaeDge/ soine notes of his 
travels. The following is his account of his first 
day's wheeling through the heart of the State, after 
leaving the Rail road at Gordsborough: 

A'Ror breakfast, I sUrted in ah open buggy for Kini- 
to'nN f saw byihe m-tp it l^y in the line hi this place. 
No body at Goldrkoro', nor the conductor or -super- 
intendertt of the fajlpoid, whp »m iptong, could -tell 
me the distance, nor the way to get here. So l had 
tb start at a haiard wjtli a r boy,' which means 
here a slave, and i small, miserable IbOaTnrg 'Horse. 
Golirshoro' has a little Court House,. and a doaefl" or 
two- dwelling* anifilase-hulai scsttBrad aiuuntti :ihb 
pine trees,. in. the wildest iipaginabte cpafusion, A 
tittle way-out I sa'w'a small, dingy build ing^-tkt'e ' boy' 
tnid it wsBftsehool-hoiiBe. Wt passed on, and such 
« rand, and auHi * eitentry, attrtsecn hnOieoe,arid such 
people, nod sasilf a^dayl' Oh! heavens! I liid- oot 
expect to sea all this in the 'sunny and chivalrous 
South.? These scattered plantations, with a tew 
wretched log huts, dropped down in the edge ofthe 
woods, all open; and dirty, and cpmtbnleBs cabins ! 
Ireland! why, Irish mild-hovels are palaces' Of com- 
fort, compared with many of tliem, for they arc dry 
and warm. Their thick walla and thatched roofs 
protect the starved inmates from the chill night and 
dronching rains.. These do neither. But these are 
negroes? No, not all. of them; for I. saw some 
bites in aa wretched plights as I ever siiw in I re- 
mit or Italy — one family, a few miles out from Golds- 
fare*, which for destitution surpassed any thing I ever 
beheld or dreamed of in ray life. The ' boy ' stop- 
ped to water hia horse. For an excuse, \ stepped to 
rhodoor to borrow a cop for some drink. Two 
flaxen-hmred boys, about' the door — one, it might be, 
five; the other three— with, what were shirts otim 
bunging on their shoulders, ..and stringing in rags 
down to their hips, constituted nil their ciothing„and 
trip day wng chill and wet. Inside wne an infant, 
ciqht or nine months old, dressed as the 'Others, arid 
lying on the hasty floor. On the bench of a loom, 
standing, near the lire, was sitting the tall figure, or 
rather shadow, of a woman. She left her lonin, and 
went to the dresser and toolt down the only tea-cup, 
and handed it tn me. I regarded her pale, cadaverous 
visage, as she lifted. her sunken eyes to me/ for an 
instant, with a shudder of horror, as when one sees 
unexpectedly a human skeleton etnnd up before him; Jl 
and I shrunk from her with similar feelings. I couldVl£ 
not speak. I took the cup from her attenuated fin- 
gers, and Went; to the well — a hole dug in the ground, 
six or eight feet deep, with no stick, or stone to curb 
it, except above the ground. As ,1 returned it, I 
noticed a young woman aittihe in the corner of the 
fire-place, close down to the fire, as if shading with 
the ague. Such a picture of' destitution and misery 
I did not sea in Kerry, Clare, 'or Sat way. .The 
nearest approach ,to it I saw in Tivuli, near Rome, 
. I have not time to dftpcrib'e other scenes, but' pass

Stated in the briefest form, what are tho facts in 
tbe case P The Deputy U. S. Marshal, witli two or 
three base conrederates, seizes an inoffensive color- 
ed man, guillleas of any crinae, egaimt thelsweof 
God or the well-being of society^ in a manner the 
moat sneabing, Ueacheroni and dastardly,— in, a 
manner which shows how conscious the villains were 
that they were engaged in the work of . the devil, — 
and yet in a manner in exact accordance 
spirit snd object of the 'accursed. Pogitiv 
Law,— on the charge' of hia, being a fugitive from the 
chain* and scourges of tha'Southem house af bond. 

Hurried without a moment's' warning before 
Commissioner Curtis, (the willing and pliant too) of 
the Slave Power, which in dragging this nation down 
to irretrievable ruin,) the victim, through hSi conniel 
intercedes for a little .delay.jn order that he may be 
enabled to meet his accusers in the best legal 
ner possible.

FUGITIVES IN CANADA. 

CAUTION! 
A brief statement under this head la due to the 

public. 

The undersigned hoe recently visited Niagara 
Falls and Chippewa, in Canada, with funds and 
Nothing for the fugitives ; end else- with the inten- 
tion of learning the real state of things there, mse- 
mucb sscontribntibnain tbie vicinity h*d recently 
made for those places, through one Thomas 
Cl&rksoa,. an alleged fugitive. There are- at those 
place* (which are' near together) and vicinity, be- 
tween one and two hundred fugitives, not more'tban 
twenty-five of whom are recently from aTavery, 
Nearly all the colored people there are in comforta- 
ble circumstances ; none need suffer who will work ; 
few, if any, do suffer. r . 

There are several boxed of clothing in that vicini- 
ty (enough for present need) from friend* abroad, 
not yet distributed. Thomas ClarkeoD above named, 
iliss Wilson Jones, hss for a year or two past soli- 
cited aid for himself in Northern Ohio and else- 
where, and (of late) far fugitives ia. Canada, in 
" the Western counties of N. V. Whatever 
Clarkson may harx betn, 1 am confident be ia no lon- 
ger trustworthy. So far ss I .can learn, he na* never 
distributed any thing among the fugitives, of all 
that lias been given him for that purpose, buthaaap- 
prapriated all to hia own nse. He is also living in 
open bigamy with an Irish white woman, while a 
former wife ie still li ving. While et the above nam- 
ed places in Canada, I saw Clarkson and the woman 
with whom he now lives. He could make no apo!o- 
gy, but-slunk .away, having engaged to meet me 
again, and left for (be State* while r was atill there. 
He is no doubt aajhiii practising fraud on the public 
Other statements might be made to ehow that he 
ie an i in poster note, whatever he awry hoot, seen, and 
ha hss, nodonbt, been a slave. 

Clarkson ia a dark mulatto, tall; stout built, large 
features, hair nearly straight, of good appearance, 
ia in very broken language.

Human law jiyin ita naiore, a epeeial rule of con- 
duct for the people by whom it is enacted, and de- 
rives its origin and acquires its sanction solely from 
the uuent of that peoolewho are to he governed 
thereby.

Ita 
design, therefore, ss, jq special, two fold, namely, ita 
first and priraary design is to protect tbe mrson in all 
his natural rights, with all that pertains to those 
jijhts i the next and secondary design ia, to protect

These two objects comprise ail the functiona of hu- 
man law j for. the protection, of the substance of 
nanbojod and the attributes thefeof, of person' snd 
prewrty, n«tw«irily invol ves the protection of the 
right to develop both.

Sir, ' T do not propose to occupy your attention 
long. Where so many things are to be aaid, and 
■o many persons far better qualified than I am are 
present to **Y them, I shall consult at once your ad- 
vantage and my duty, by being brief. 

We have come together with especial referencejn 
the Fugitive Slave Law ; bot that execrable statute 
■ connects itself so directly with almost every other 
imminent meuure of the Government, nnd with the 
leading acts of onr public men, during the past yoar, 
that it opens the) whole subject of human liberty and 
oar duty in regard to human rights. Especially 
does it behoove us to inquire, by what means, by 
whose instrumentality, thn country has been insti- 
gated to this treason against the rights ofapwn, end 
when we may expect their machinations will be 
brought to an end. 

Some of out official dignitaries ire giving ua law 
lecture* upon the subject of high treason against the 
Government I hope they will not object, if we re- 
ciprocate the favor, by<giriog them a lecture on the 
higher treason sgaiost'God and Humanity of which 
they .an gotity. 

Gentlemen, it ii with unspeakable humiliation end 
regret, that I look back and see where Massachu- 
sett* stood^welve or thirteen months ago, and where 
ao many of her citizens stand now. Up to that ever- 
accursed day, the 7th of March, 1850, there was not 
a lt>e<*£hu*fltta man in the counsels of the State or 
nation, — nay, so far as I know, there waa not aaingls 
. Maasachnsetts man any where, of any standing or 
respectability, who- did not assert and proclaim his 
hostility to the enetwion of slavery — bis purpose to 
maintain, nt.all times, the principle of the ordinance 
of J787, and hia 'resolute and filed determination' 
(to use Mr. Webster's language) 'to make no further 
"■ " — : — » -t° slavery and the slave power.' The 



and the political conventions, of the State now rang 
with them from aids KMide. 

But on that- memorable day, a Senator of the 
United States from Massachusetts saw fit to trample 
under , foot even thing that lie had ever said in be- 
half of human freedom, and agsfo&t human bondage. 
He ibw fit to curl hia lip and intonate bis voice in 
acorn of »he principle of the ordinaoco of, 1787, nnd 
to dishonor the memory of Nathan Dane, whom, a 
few year* before hia apoatney, on the nine floor, he 
I tad eulogized. He saw fit to contemn what he knew 
to be the .honest sentiment of Massachusetts, He 
went far, far nut of his way to fortify and extend the 
institution of slavery. He offered to add new States, 
to its power, and lo take tgn hundred millions of dol- 
lar* fram the (reaanry afthe United States, to be 
expended for its extraieonstitutional security and de- 

A* aeon u the stunning effect or that blow upon 
all th* moral and religious sensibilities af the State, 
and upon its traditional and inwrought lore of liber- ' 
ty, had. began to subside, a systematic effort was 
made to debauch the patriotism and humanity of the 
people, by am appeal to their cupidity. 1 Our manu- 
facturing and commercial interests were suffering. 
A majority of the slave States were the antagonists 
of these interests. Political ambition and cupidity 

associsted these facts together, and ihe diabolical 
idea was engendered' (hat by surrendering' oar Lib- 
erty we might hire a Tariff. The poison of this 
ides, was Drst openly and directly infused into the 

Ce mind by Mr. Webster, in his speech at the 
re House, April 89, when he asid^" Until 
something- can be done to allay the feelinz now 
separating different men and different sections^ there 
.csn.be. no cum and isTisracToaT legislation in 
the two Houses of Congress.' 

Of this declaration there can be but one interpre- 
tation. It wis perfectly understood by those to 
whom it was addressed. It says, without enigma 
or riddle, surrender the territories to the incursions 
of the'slove Stairs; pacify the Slave Power, give up 
blobd-bought rights for this life, and Savior- bouejht 
hopes for another, and you can hove your pay in a 
cent a yard crh calico, and a\ent a pound on iron. 
I say it requires no seer to interpret thia hand™ riling. 
It is as plain as it could be, if one were writing to a 
Sub-Treasurer, and should say — ' No one but a rich 
man can be Secretary, unless lie bachelor ; I 

am neither the one nor the other i if, therefore, you 
wish to improve this golden opportunity, and make 
me Secretary of State, remit the hilts.' 

From that time until the close of that session of 
Congress, in every form in which so intrinsically 
wlcjjed an idea could be set forth, without shocking 
not only all principle bnt all decency, thia idea was 
inculcated upon the public mind of the North, espe- 
cially upon the cities. In unofficial speeches and 
letters, Mr, Webster urged thia seduction more and 
more pointedly and earnestly, until, on the 17th of 
July, 1830, io the last speech which be ever' made in 
Congress, he appeals to the Senators of the North, 
and to the people of the North, in language as ex- 
plicit «s he could make 'it, to adopt the) compromise

They have not 
got, the tariff they wert promlsedV-lhQUgli they have 
given for it the price of blood. 

Now I wish to ask the manufacturers and commer- 
cial .men of the North, whether, if they had seen, aa 
it was seen by every unbiased mnn at the seat of 
Government, that upholding the Com promise' would 
put down protection, they would have consented to 
the Compromise, Ami a further question which 1 
wish to put to all Massachusetts and all New Eng- 
land, is— if, during the last year, we had. had the fa- 
nff of J843 in full operation, and if the current of 
prosperity had ailed the deepest channels that enter- 
prise and industry hsd cut for it, whether, then, Mas- 
sachusetts citiiens would have retracted and unsaid 
all the noble things they have been saying in favor 
of liberty for ibeTsBt ten years j whether, then, the 
Massachusetts press, or so large a portion of it, 
would be found openly advocating doctrines which 
they bave always heretofore professed to bold in ot- 
ter detestation and abhorrence. No man will pre- 
tend it. If we had had the tariff of 43, last year, 
the Compromise measures never could have passed, 
and it would have been impossible for any presiden- 
tial aspirant, or all of them together, Io have sub* 
dued the Northern mind to their acceptance. | 

The commercial affil manufacturing in'erests or 
the North, then, have been deceived, grcssly deceiv- 
ed nnd imposed upon. When their real interests 
were all on the aide of freedom, (hey hove been made 
to believe that it would promote those inte rests to 
unsay ail they hsd ever said, and undo all they had 
ever dorre adnrs* w> ahuteiy. Their chance for a 
tariff lay ill standing for their principle) - like avert 
and notin abandoning thein like traitors. President- 
making has been the agency, and cotton has been the 
instrument of this deception. It has been said that 
the Press is Ihe fourth estate in the realm ; hnt I eay 
Cotton is tho fonrth estate, for Cotton subdues Ihe 
Press. The eyes and ears and nose end mouth of a 
portion of onr people have been ao filled with cotton, 
that they have come to believe that cotton is not only 
their daily bread, but their bread of life. 

Gentlemen, whatever convictions or doubts there 
may be on the subject of Animal Magnetism, I am a 
firm believer in the doctrine of Colton Magnetism. 
The Southern planter seems to possess some wig. 
znrd art, unknown to tha demonology of former 
timer, by which ha impregnates his bales of cotton 
with n spirit of inhumanity, with a contempt for all 
the dearest, te'ndorcat, holiest ties that bind man to 
man and heart to heart; he fiUo them with this spirit 
as an electrician fills a Ley den jar, and then he 
send* them hr-ra; and if the man who comes within 
the circle of their influence ii no* fijmee|f filled with 
the strong, counteracting, disinfecting magnetism of 
duty and Inith, of love to God and love to man, he 
is overcome and subdued by Ihe infernal spell, ho- 
is brought into communication with the Southui 
cerer, snd into subjection to his will; and tt ._ ... 
seems bereft of reason and conscience, he belies his 
Pilgrim jfa rentage, talks gibberish about tbc disso- 
lution of the Union, kneels, lies down and! eats dirt, 
and says to his Southern master, as Balaam's beast 
said to him, 'Am I not thine ass, upon which lh( 
hast ridden ever sines I was thine?' 

Still worse is it, when this cotton, so diabolically 
impregnated, gets beneath the rich velvet seats and 
embossed cushions uf Ihe pulpit; unless, iriileed, s 
double measure of the spirit of the Lord shsll descend 
upon the preaches, and eioreise both him and it. 
When the soul of the clergyman is struck with this 
cotton magnetism, he growa delirious over his Bible, 
ignores the new dispensation and goes back to the 



■UttT of Ihe Terisets/ the Revolution. Even if this 
appeal were true, it would be one that no honorapte 
mnn could hear withoot indignation. But It io not 
true. The South must have their goods from some- 
where, and onr industrious artisans will make Ihem, 
wboewtrte go-betweewrmsy he. Will the South go 
bare-headed and unkilted because they cannot have 
a taw to catch freemen snd slaves promiscuously ? 
But, it is said, the South will abandon their slothful 
habits, be industrious; manufacture for themselves. 
I wiah they would. It would be most fortunate for 
ua. They would then have the means af buying 
more from the North, and paying us better for what 
they do buy. Instead of-spending only the money 
which the slaves earn, they *ould then have money 
•e spend earned by the whites, spd would become 
better customers for those ever new forms of com- 
modities which our industry and inventive skill trill 
always supply, — » 

Now I have gone Jhto these considerations for 
the porpnae of ascertaining the- efficacy and the ex- 
ten! of ( *ejootives brought by our opponents to 
bear against us. You see Ihey are mercenary, al- 
most exclosively so. Aafor that bug-bear of a dis- 
solution of the Union,! say without fear of contra- 
diction, that no practicalmsn haseTer believed in it 
r ~ dty.

Show 
me one Intdlifaat fw>* in thia whole country, who 
sold nieaiocke or his farm, or changed hisresidence 
nrehered his coarse of life in any-sespect, through 
jW i ht lU UnasB ■ssM aboOtto be dissolved !

The system of domestic slavery is by no means 
confined to the Liberian portion of civilised Africa.— 
Pawns (aa the fashion terms elavea on the Gold Coast) 
at* received and held by Englishmen indirectly, and 
are to all intents and purposes their slaves. The 
plan adopted is this. The merchant takes to him- 
■elf a fentme du pays, and she manages hie establish- 
ment Nor does he enquire how ahe hires hie ser- 
vants. Her mode is to accept pawns, i. e., purchase 
slaves, by receiving man, woman and child, in liqui- 
dation of debt; in other words, selling goods to na- 
tive merchants, who for convenience leave slaves in 
payment. These pawna are as directly slaves to 
their masters as any slaves in tSe United States, but 
cannot be sold out of the, country. 1 myself am 
aware of one femme rid pays ol a 'British mereliant 
being the owneroNjorty pawrts, who. perform the 
household and other setvices-of the master, and are, 
Mcept^iaruanie, his slaves.

ject, our readers will have learned the extreme dif- 
ficulty with which the reclamation was effected, and 
the accounts of the fugitive's embarkation, given to- 
day, show how narrowly the agents escaped witfr 
their prisoner from the 1 law-loving and law-abiding 
city of Boston.' 

We give all credit to Judge Woodbury and Com- 
missKmertTurtis, and the federal and municipal au- 
thorities, who in this case have "nobly sustained the 
Constitution and the laws. But we confess that we 
would have been better satisfied had less delay been 
permitted, and less expense incurred , and if the fu- 
gitive bad b.een removed from Boston as a fugitive 
from that city would be removed from Savannah, 
by the civil authorities, in broad daylight, under the 
protection and panoply of the law of the land, and 
not in deep midnight, stealthily^ and in a hollow 
square of armed men.

Patter, arrived here Saturday morning, on the brig 
Acorn, Capt. Coombs, and was, by U. 8, Deputy 
Marshal Riley, delivered over to Mr. Bacon,' one of 
Mr. Potter's agents. He came out in charge of 
Messrs. Riley, Byrne, SawiD ami Russell, U. S.Dep- 
uty Marshals, and Messrs. Cooledge, Clarke, True 
and Dolliver, special officers and assistants. Th" 
s large force was detailed to accompany the fugitii 
back, not so much, we presume, to prevent a rescue 
on the high aeae, as to set an example before the 
Northern people' of the manner in which the laws of 
the land will hereafter be enforced and vindicated. 
Another object, doubtless, was. torsatiafy the South- 
ern inind that this particular law shall be maintained 
and carried dhVyith all the. power and dignity of the 
Government.

North are perverted in the matter of slavery and the 
-fugitive Slave Law. The Constitution of the Unit- 
ed State* require* that persons held to service or Ia-' 
bor ih one Bute, ' order the la we thereof, escaping 
into another, shall be delivered up. ' This require- 
ment of the CotnTtittrtion met with no opposition at 
the time of its adoption:; end was never believed by 
any considerable, number of religious men at the 
North to be morally wrong, until recently it has been 
proclaimed that the- slave owes no service to hie 
master ; ■ and as a conveanence, that it Is wrong to 
deliver up the fugitive. This doctrine finds no sop- 
port ie the Bible; It ie an infidel doctrine ; it is an 
emanation of the doctrine of the social compact, 
which derive* the authority of human govern meet 
sad human lawa, not frotn the will of GoD, but from 
the will of the governed. It may be that we are 
tobe punished for the pride of our heart*, and our 
vain glorgJog by being given over to. a perverted 
conscience in this matter. 1 

When the Constitution of the United States was 
adopted, the provisions by which fugitives from ser- 
vice were to ha returned, ha says, met with no op- 
position. How that proves that its provision* are 
either in harmony, as interpreted by the Fugitive 
Slave Bill, with .the principles of truth and justice, 
or that the . coneoieneea of these who adopted it 
were, en that subject, either enlightened "by reason 
or purified by Revelation, or were coincident with 
either, the editor does cot attempt to show. Forthe 
thsosendtb time, he declares that the doctrine that, 
theelava owes no aersice to the master finds no 
support m the Bible. How 1-wish the editor and 
all who this*, wiih ukmoo any of these points would 
prove that the slave ie under a righteous obligation, 
according to the principles of eternal right, and so 
cording to the demands of Goo'* revelation of hi* 
will to /nan, to yield 'service or labor* to the tyrant 
of the South.

J have watched its progress 
with interest, connected, as ii hosbeep, with the 
interest of the great saline of the State, and as the 
capital of the noble connty of Onondaga, which I 
have always regarded with admiration. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, the President and hie 
friends were invited three weeks ago to attend the 
celebration of the completion of that great bad of 
communication, the Erie Hail Road, 

We left Washington with no Ot her purpose, cer- 
tainly none on my part, thin to attend'lbe celebra- 
tion of the completion o f that noble work, t had not 
the slightest expectation of '■being here, nor had I the 
slightest expectation, or wish, of being called upon 
to address yon or- any other body of citizens of 
the United Slates, upon the political topics of the 

Ladies and Gentlemen, mf time of life for such 
public distonroea and' illustrations' may be consider- 
ed as pretty much over.

Od the great-queetiona of the day, my feliowrciti- 
■ens, rtl»ve no secrets. I have nothing; to conceal 
. and nothing, to boast of. I trust that all of you know 
' pretty well who I am, and what lam, ana what my 
, principles of political conduct have been for the last 
thirty years. They; are not likely to be c hanged, and 
it is not likely that any earthly inducement will pre- 
vail upon me to depart from thoae settled notions and 
opinions which I imbibed in early life, which' I have 
fallowed in (he councils of this country, for good or 
for evil, for thirty yean, and which I find myself set- 
tled upon in judgment mote and more every day of 
my lira, . ■ . 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I know very well, that on. 
the agitating questions of the present day, I have.not 
the happiness an concur with all the people of Syra- 
cuse, or 1 the county, of Onondaga, or other parts of 
the State of New York; I know there are varieties 
of sentiment, and I know the sources nf that disa- 
greement. Some of them atevery justifiable, -ana* 
some of them, I am sorry to be) ieve, are not capa- 
ble of much defence.. 

But I know there are di 
brought about hv differences of association, by 
ferent reading, and by different degrees of knowl- 
edge and information respecting public affair*. 

But since I am requested to address yon, you must 
take from f me the honest sentiments of my own 
heart, the convictions of ray own conscience. I lay 
no claim to your approval of my VieAe, and 1 ask no 
favorable reception of them, farther than you seei 
i I make to you era worthy of your 



For purposes of general defence and general wet 
fare, and for purposes of common equality, ftndjBim- 
ilar objects, the States afterwards agreed to become 
one government; and as to all the rest, Jt was ex- 
pressly agreed,that each State ehould takV care or 
its! own rights, and regulate itself in relation 
thereto. 

Upon these principles wo came together-under the 
Constitution which was .then adopted; and Wash- 
ington^ so irao usly chosen by all the people, was 
our first 'President. 

That was before your day, feHow-citizena, and be- 
fore mine; but it , B „ matter of history; and from 
that you know, that this matter of the existence of 
slavery jn the Southern Stales never became an Ag- 
itating subject fqr mure than fifty yearn afterward* 
For more than fifty years, the Northern States never 
supposed that they bad anything to do with it; but 
in process of time, and in process 6f things, public 
sentiment has, changed at the -North. - p 

There is now a strong and animated— some tunes 
an enthusiastic, and sometimes a religious feeling, 
against the existence of slavery. But persons enter- 
taining inch feelings and sentiments, as I think, dis- 
regard tho line of their own duties, and adventure 
upon fields which are utterly forbidden. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, there are in this country 
Abolition Societies and Abolition Presses ; and it is 
no new thing for me to say,— for I said it twenty 
7™™ , Wi«nd hare ever since,— that, in my opinion, 
all these things have prej udiced the condition of the 
slave. Twenty years ago, a Convention of the whole 
people of Virginia was hold upon this subject, and 
taere was a. free discussion upon the subjec t of lib- 
erating the slaves, and of .gradual emancipation. 
The subject was -freely and openly discussed, and 
there was no fear, no reserve— following, in that re- 
spect, the advice of Jefferson and Madison and Mar- 
shall-— with jll of whom I have conversed on this ■: 
subject— all of whom desired to see Sway in which 
the gradual emancipation of the slave population of 
the South might be accomplished. , 

And, as I said, twenty years ago, that question 
wtw freely and openly discussed % Marshall and 
other persons in the Convention called by the peo- 
ple of Virginia. Every body knew what .was going 
on, and it was perfectly safe to come out and main- 
tain, as a .general proposition, that it would be far 
the benefit of the Sooth to provide, for the gradual 
emancipation of the slaves. - 

It was about that time that Abolition Societies 
were farmed I in New England; and in my opinion 
they have done nothing but mischief; they hnve 
meted the chains of every slave in the Southern 
^*s— *he| have made their -masters jealous and 



es. I voted against every one and all of them. Cal- 
ifornia had no attractions for me. I did not wish to 
bring into this government the agitating question 
about the further extension «f slave territory. Your 
Senators from New York did wjsh it, and voted for 
it, against many votes cfflSMertJ gentlemen, who 
fell as I did, and who wisbeftto avoid the controver- 
sy. Such were Berrien and Badger, Southern men. 
Their constitueeeffwiahed them, to vote for bringing 
in Texas and California, but they saw the evil of it, 
and they sard.Ao.' and voted against it But the 
Northern States voted far it^very roahy of them— 
New York and Rhode Island, and even one half of 
">y own Massachusetts^''

California was settled by a rush of people from 
the Northern and middle States, and they. made that 
government free at once. So far, so good. She 
came in.aa a State with the but of freedom in her 
forehead, and I rejoice at iL But no doubt it/was a 
serious disappointment to the Southern people, that 
some parts of California were not set apart for slave, 
population and slave culture. 

What next ? There were those two territories of 
New Mexico and Utah, and a great conflict between 
the North nnd the South whether the Wilmot Pro- 
"■so. shonld be applied- to New Mexico. _ 

I examined that subject; I knew it was distasteful 
and repugnant- to the South, and I asked mvsolf 
whether any each provision war necessary— whether 
in the course of human ev ants— whether in the gee-' 
graphical conformation of the country, and the Esb- 
itsol the people, there was the least ground to sup- 
pose that New Mexico would ever be a slave 
country. I thought there was not— 1 thought that 
by the law of nature,, superior to all the Wilmot 
Provisos the world ever saw, that the mountains of 
Hew Mexico must sustain a free population- There- 
tore I would not consent, merely as a taunt and re- 



Now, in Gen. Washington's time, in 1793, Con- 
gress passed en act%r carrying this part of the 
Constitution into effect It was thought wise at the 
time to leave the execution of that faw pretty much 
in the hands of State tribunals.* State magis- 
trates, and officers and judges were authorized to ex- 
ecute this'Taw. It was so. administered for fifty 
years, and nobody complained of it Things went 
on until thisinew excitement of the slavery ques- 
tion, this abolition question, was brought up, and 
then some of the States, Massachusetts, Ohio and 
others, enacted laws making it penal to execute this

evil, entailed upon them by tho British Government, 
lor which they were full of lamentation and regret ; 
and if they had known how to get rid of it, they 
would, have embraced any reasonable measure to

■ Snch were the feelings, and snch the opinions of 
tb* principal men of the South, of such men as 
OiarBellot Wythe, JeaMSoTTMason, and Chancel- 
lor Pendleton, and other leading men of the South,

The law paased, and I have not yet heard the 
miin whose opinion is worth a sixpence, who has 
said that the law is not perfectly Constitutional. The 
rtf % 6 Su P Temo Coun of " the United States, 
of New York, of Massachusetts, all say the law is a 
Constitutional one, passed in perfect oonfonnity to 
the requirements of the Constitution. What then ? 
Is it not to be obeved ? Are not thoae who are 
swprn to obey the Constitution, to frnforce that law ? 
Is it note matter of conscience — of conscience ? 

But what do we hear ? We hear of persona as- 
sembling m Massachusetts and New York, who set 

themselves above the Constitution— above the law 

and above the decision of the highest tribunals— and 
w.ho say this law shall not be carried into effect— 
rou have heard it here, have you not? Has it not 
beenMsaidinrheconntyofiWds™? (Cries of 
■ yes, yes.') And have they not pledged their lives, 
their fortunes, and their sacred honor, to defeat its 
execution ? PJedged their lives, their fortunes and 
sowed Aonor.' for what? For the violation ofthe 
law — far the committal of treason ro the country — 
for it is treison, and nothing else. (Great applause.) 

1 am a lawyer, and I value my reputation as a 
lawyw more than anything else— and I tell you if 
men get together, and declare a law of Congress 
shall not he executed in any case, and assemble in 
numbers to prevent the execution of such law, th'ey ' 
arehmtors, and a re guilty of treason, and bring nppn 
themselves the penalties ofthe law. ^ 

No 1 no ! It is time to ptitsn end to this impost 
tion upon godd citizens, gooti men, and good women.

Depend upon it, the law will be executed in its 
spintand to its letter. (Great applause.)' 

It will be executed in all the' great cities— here in 
Syracuse,— in the midst of the next Anti-Slavery 
Convention, if the occasion shall arise; then we 
sbnli see what becomes of their lives and their sa- 
cred honor- (Tremendous cheerjng,] 

Do not debauch your own understandings, your 
own judgments,— do not falsify your own sympathy, 
humanity and philanthropy, bysnysnch ideas. 

The course of your duty towards all ihat are in 
bondage, within your power and influence, is plain. 
Happily, the teaching of the sacred book which is 
guide instructs us in that matter. What we 
do, we will do to lot ths oppressed go free, to 
:or the distressed, and Io visit the prisoner in his 
affliction. We must do our duty, and we mast con- 
sent ourselves. *ith acting conscientiously in that 
ephereiof life in which we are placed,— politicians 
intneir sphere— individuals in their sphere— and all 
of os under the deep, sarneatsense of obligation that 
our Creator has impressed upon US. 

I do not think it necessary to entry these remarks 
muchrarther, Oneor tworernarka for your consid- 
eration, and I will relieve yon.

Now, throwing away the written language, and 
going back to the contemporary history with Mr. 
iWebster, »hstdo*we find? We find astipulation 
between the adherents and the opponenta of slavery 
to this effect, that alt very should gradually ba 
brought to an end by State action on the one side, 
and that until such tints a* it was ended, no obstruc- 
tion ahould be opposed to the recovery of fugitive 
slaves on the other. It is perfectly plain, from Mr. 
Webster's own statement of the history, that if Ire- 
dell and Pincjtney had insisted that slavery aht 
be perpetual, FVaoklin and Sherman would not have 
acquiesced in any tacit agreement for the recaption 
of fugitive slaves. We say that this is. obvious 
Webster's own admiifion* above. Who- 
ever consults the original sources will find that Mr. 
Webster ha* by_DO mean* " overstated the history. 
The truth 1 is, thsTaNie date of the Revolution, the 
right of^ecaption waedisUiictly given up. The 
Congress of 1774 entered into a solemn pledge to 
buy no more slaves,' w hick «t* equivalent to an act 
of gradual emancipation. The Articles of Confede- 
ration contained no clause for the. recaption either of 
servant*.

withMmsEing impudence that such a man as 
Mr. Webster insists on the language or the Consti- 
tutioau the basis of the Fugitive Slave law, If the 
language of the Constitution ia sufficient, why does 
iterpretation of Ihe language from his- 
tory? Does he forget that Mr. Iredell, in the very 
Convention which drafted the Constitution, admit- 
ted that ihs language did not apply to slaves ? Mr, 
Webster knows, and ever; man who can read En- 
glish knows, thalthe language of the Constitution 
applies only to persons capable of making contract*, 
and cannot, without • construction forced upon it by 
history, apply to key others. By the very theory of 
written constitutions, snd the great settled principle 
that every constitution or law is to be construed in 
favor of liberty— the language 
never coald be and never can be rightfully ap- 
plied to Blares', but only to ipprentieea, a class 
to which Mr. Webster admits it did in fact apply.

captured under the article regarding fugitive* froni 
service and labor, legally due. It j tjbes not follow, 
however, that the people who 'Ratified the Conatita- 
tion nad/Buy such understaDding. 

Well, one part of this unwritten, tacit understand- 
ing has been violated, to Wit, the pledge that slavery 
should be temporary. The slaveholders now insist 
that it shall he perpetual. Therefore, the bargain, 
the unwritten bargain, which from its inherent vi- 
cionsneas could never. have been binding, foils to 
the ground by a failure to fulfil the conditions. 

As to the law of 1793, Mr. Webster moat falsely 
and shamefully misrepresents it, front fitac to Inst, 
In tbi first" place, in tolangyagt, it hid no mora ref- 
erence or applicability tp alaves, thnn the clause of 
officer off the Constitution on which it was founded. In the next 
place, it was not passed with any practical reference 
to Slaves, baits a mere counterpart to art act in re- 
lation to fugitives from justice. It was passed on 
the same principle that , the gardener stuck his 
little son at one of the garret window* of hi* lodge, 
when be bad put a vagabond poacher in durance at 
the other— for the *i>a gJ'»jnrifM(ry/ For yests no- 
body applied it, or dreamed or applying ii, to the 
recapture or a fugitive slave. If it be not so, let 
somebody show ns a case. - .... 

In the last place, it is net Irue, as Mr. Webster 
pretends, that the law rf ! 1850 is more favorable 
to the person arrested ss a fugitive slave than that 
afI793waa. Why, he hypsolf donfesse* that Ihe 
latter wss prbve^n'i&l^s^'oead letter.' This law of 
1830 tasked and exhausted Line entire sagacity of 
rJiefouth. to rnakejtsseBeDliress possible. Proof

nullifies every safeguard, of liberty, a good substi- 
tots for another which died the death from its inbe-. 
rent iniquity ? Not worse than the law of D3, Mr. 
Webster? Is not i Hvo tiger more terrible Uan a 
dead wolf? • [. ^X.. ■ .

crease of only ; 32,380, or 7-S1 per cent, while that 
ofthe slave population is 39 per cent' The tnertese 
oflbe free population of the country is, including 
the 3Si,68C free colored persons. 5#&,m. At first, 
it would aeem that the increase of the free colored 
population was comparatively very small; but a state-

The real intention of the people who adopted 
tha Constitution' ia to bo ascertained. If, in sixty 
y*«re, language haa been deflected, or acquired new 
•hade* of meaning, atifl our inquiry ia, -what was the 
sense in which it w«* originally used? How ditT 
those who siionleii the. Constitution understand its 
lanjruage and provisions? 

Had the Congress,' who passed the set of 1793, 
the mean* of Moving the views "and intention* 
of those who adopted tho Coniititatkin and 
menu ? 

The Convention that framed tha Constitution 
closed thsir labors in September, 1786. The gov- 
ernment want into- operation on the 4th of March, 
1787. Kenriy die whole of the intervening time, 
and especially of the year 1786, was spent in ear- 
nest discussion* of ita provisions -by the people end 
conventions in the several State*.. The aroertdincnla 
were framed arid adopted by the firatCoi 



of October, 1701, and most of its members mast 
have been chosen during, or immediately after, the 
discussion of those amondmonu in the States, and 
tu true representatives lo curry out the intention* 
of the people in adopting them. — ^ 
The spirit of the times may be still further illustra- 
ted.

In tliia Stale, one of the most re- 
mote from the alaveholding, it appears in 2d Pickering, 
page 11, that both my excellent and able pred eceg- 
atirs have had occasion to givo construction lo the 
act, *(ld there are those who recollect that Judge 
Davis, so justly revered for wisdom and benevolence, 
in several ineunee* delivered up slaves pursuant lo 
il* provision*. This lie did, not by holding a court, 
for no entry or record was made, and no decree of 
judgment entered up, but acting a* a judge or mag- 
iitrato, Bumnwrily granted a certificate which was 
merely a warrant to convey the person to a certain 
place, and then, Jieing /iindu* officio, had no further 
legal efficacy.

Tboee who, impreeeed only with the feelings of 
the present time, find it difficult to believe thai our 
fstheis in the North could have intended to render 
persons of color liable to be carried out uf thefgate 
as slaves, without trial by jury, and with a hearing 
only before' a ; magistrate, will find it useful to go 
back to the period when the Constitution was estab- 
lished, and aee the actual cpudition of things at that 
time. Then all States, with the exception of Mas- 
sachosctts, were to a greater or lees nxlent slave- 
holding, and in this State it bid been abolished on- 
ly eight year* before by her Bill of Rights. Connect- 
*- it- sad' Rhode Island had, in 17&4, passed laws 
ihirig to its ultimate extinction by providing that 
children bom after that time shonjhf be free. All 
the men of that day had beenTfoTrPiio the midst of 
that institution, andhad beon eccustomed;to its prac- 
tical operation. Runaway negroes were taken back 
to their masters, generally, it is' believed,, by mere 
recaption without legal process, certainly without 
.trial by jury, or formal, protracted proceedings be- 
fore* court of record. 

Massachusetts ratified the Constitution on the 7th 
Of February, 1788. She woe the only free State, 
and the view* and purposes of this Commonwealth 
ith respect to Negroes coming from other States, 
e shown by a statute passed by heron the 251b. 
day of March of the same year, that is, within fifty 
day* Of her adoption of the Constitution. That act 
is as follows : 
Section 6. ' Be it further enroled, t/c. That no per- 
n being an African or Negro, other than a subject 
ofthe Emperor of Morocco, or a citizen of someone 
of the United States, (to be evidenced by a certifi- 
cate from tho Secretary of the State of which he 
ehnll be a oitistn,} shall tarry in this Commonwealth 
for a longer Lime than two month*; and. upon com- 
plaint made to any justice of the peace within this 
Commonwealth, that any such person liaej been with- 
in the same more lhan two months, the said Justice 
shall order the raid person to depart out of this Com- 
moiiweollh; and in case the said African or Negro 
:« of the

Let n* now examinVthe opinions and decisions of 
Cburtnand Judges,' State and National. 

The State Court* hive, in sever*! insttneas, ar- 
med, and in no one denied the eonstitntionnlity of 
theactof 1794. The Supreme CeeS of PeorHylva- 
iia, with Chief Justice Tilgbmaaat ita bead, in the 
■Me of Wright vs. Deacon, 5 Seng- and Rawle Ql 
ifter full consideration decided that the net of 1793 
wa» constitutional, that the party claimed a* a fugi- 
tive was not entitled' to a trial by jnrv, bat (he pro- 
ceedings were to be *ummary, *nd that the, certifi- 
cate of a State Judge, pursuant to the act, authorised 
the removal, snd could not he intercepted by process 
from the Slate Court, snd a writ de homnt rtpftgi- 
ando, which had been issued under the Slate Law, 
waa quashed. Here the authority of the Stale. Mag- 
istrate, andthe legal effect of bis certificate, were 
directly in issue, and the pivot on which the decisio 
turned. This was in 1819, more than thirty yeai 
nearer to the adaption of the Constitalion than th 

The next case waa thnt of the Commonwealth si 
Griffith, 2 Pich. 11. This was an indictment for ss- 
sanlt and battery and false imprisonment against 
agent who had seized a fugitive alav e, in order to 
carry him before a magistrate pursuant to the stat- 
ute. The court unanimously affirmed the power of 
Congress to legislate upon the subject, and the con- 
stitutionality of the act of 1793. But Thacher, J., 
thought thtt by the true construction of the act, ■ 
warrant to arrest was required. The purpose of the 
arrest was to carry him before a magistrate, purauont 
to the statute, yet the constitutional authority of the 
magistrate was not discussed or questioned. This 
was in tho year 1883. . ,. 

In Jack. v*. Martin, 12, Wendell 311, scertiAcate 
had been given by the Recorder of the city of New 
York. A writ de nomine rtpttgiando was afterwards 
sued out Several quesHone arose, and among them 
this question of the authority of the State magistrate. 
The Supreme Court of New York in their opinion 
delivered by Nelson, J„ page 328, use thi* language: 
1 The question of slave or not, according to the laws 
of theHtate from whence the fugitive lied, belonged 
to the magistrate, under the, l*w of ComjTess, to de- 
cide,*nd his decision is conclusive in the matter, so 
far a* the Slate Courts ore concerned/ And again, 
page 329; 'Tho decision of the magistrate and cer- 
tificate, is conclusive upon 'the fact as to the State 
Court* Thiajvss in 1834. This case waa carried 
to the Court uf Errors, where in opinion against the 
constitutionality of the act of 1793, was delivered by

ed. The Very able opinion of the Court, delivered, 
by Chief Justice Shaw, ia ■ojecent thtt it meed only 
be referred to.

Let u* next look at the opinion* and dceiaion* of 
Judges and Courts of the United State*. In ex parte

wis error from the District Court, the constitutional- 
ity**" the act of 1798, and the right of the State 
mtgislrate to grant * certificate, seemed to have 
been conceded without question, the points raised 
being only ts to the construction of the act. 

So in Worthington v*. Preston, 4 Wash. C. a R., 
461, where a certificate had been granted by a State 
magiatrate, no question waa railed » to the consti- 
tutionality of the act of 1793, bat other grounds of 
defence were successfully relied oh. See also John- 
son vs.. Tompkins, 1 Baldwin's R., 579, and Jones vs. 
V*nzant,2 MoLesn'sCa 596 and 61 h 

Judge Story, in his work upon the Constitution, 
vol. 3d, page 677, referring to the fourth article, 
says; *It is obvious that these provisions for the ar- 
rest and removal of fugitive! of both classes contem- 
plate summary ministerUproc^uigs, snd riot the 
ordinary course of judicial in yes ligations, to ascer- 
tain whether the complaint bo well founded, or the 
claim of ownership be established beyond alt legal 
controversy.' ■ . ■ 

We now come te the docittoa of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in P.rigg vs. the . Com- 
monweahh of Pennsylvania, in the year 1642—16 
Peters, ptgc 559, In this cose the court emphati- 
cally erBrm the act of 1793. fn the opinion eflhe 
Court, as delivered by Mr. Jastka Story, page €82. 
we Gpd the following dec i*ive : language: ' Webold 
the act to be clearly constitutionafin all its ' 



nadiction.' And again: 'Thuso who believe that 
the Conatilution and laws of their country should be 
regarded and obeyed, have no ground of complaint.' 
Here the constitutionality pf the act is assumed a* 
unquestioned. 

Judgp Nelson, in a charge to the Grand Jury' in 
March last, tthes occasion, in very decided lan- 
guage, lo affirm the constitutionality of Hie act of 
1850 without exception. Mr. Justice Woodbury 
has also npresse'd his concurrence in those views. 

We have thus not only the decision of the high- 
est judicial tribunal in the United States, which 
alone would be conclusive upon all lubordinata 
court*, but tho opinion of all the members of the 
court in 1842, snd alt ita present member*, in 
support of the constitmionality of the scL Against 
■II this, not one decision of any court. State or Na- 
tional, snd not one opinion of any judge of the Uni- 
ted States, can be produced. 

These questions inurt now be considered as set- 
tled by coatemnoraneen* exposition, by practice 
and *cquie#c«r)ce, for more then fifty* years, by-jje 
opinions and decisions of court* and judge*, State 
and National, and especially by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, To overturn the construc- 
tion of the Constitution so established, would be a 
moat dangerous violation of principle and duty. If 
a court may do this, ir may overturn eitabliahed 
rules of property, of personal rights, and of evi- 
dence upon which the .community have for a long 
time acted, and thus shake every men's title, put In 
jeopardj every man'* liberty, and render the law 
so uncertain Wat no counsel. could advise, tnd no 
man act with safety.

Let us now look e£ what w B failed to accomplish.' 
New Mexico and Utah havo ; been orgs ni ted' into 
Territories, without a positi ve prohibition of slavery. 
Thareault, js owing, in soioa dejtree, to the vote of 
theHduW of Reprcsenutires, laying, upon the lia- 
ble Mt; "Soot's resolution instructing tsie Committee 
to report ia bill for the erganlestioo of these territo- 
ries with a prohibition of slavery. It is also to be 
aacribed. to the dd^etion.ot- a distinguished Mstetrn 
statesman, *ho had beena uniform, earnest and open 
advocate of "tlie WiTinot proviso, until :th'e ?th of 
March,' 1850, when he anrjounceithat it' wka nhrje- 
cesaary to apply it to New Mexico and Utah, as he 
bad discovered that it waa the 'will of God !.tb»t 
slavery shenld not go there. A,a Mr. Webster voted 
to insert tble proviso in the Ocegon bill ; as he had 
claimed it, in a State Convention in Massachusetts, 
in 1848, aa hi* ' thonder* j as ho Red made several 
earnest and vehement speeches in it* favor after that 
time, itia arjia,tterof.curioua gpeculatinn when the 
Will of God was revealed to Mr. Webster. (Shout* 
of laughter.) ' : - * ' ' T 

Thia ia a matter bf pablk- concern, (renewed laugh- 
ter,) for thia ia not only a Daniel come to judgment, 
but a judgment come to Daniel. (Shouts of laughter 
and applauae.) The experience of the past doe* not 
satisfy ua that we can safely rely npon the imerfe- 
rence of Providence »K>no to resist the extension of 
slavery, .Tiw.will ofGod ia presumed la remain 
alwayethe same.- It may well bs^uppoaed that he 
would not desire slavery to bo extended <o our thir- 
teen origins, coloniee, yet slavery was iuBicted upon 
all' of them by Great Britain. It required human 
legislation to drive,itfrom the Stales vhtcli are now 
free. Slavery extended to the entire Northwestern 
territory : the ordinance of Mr. Jefferson was neces- 
sary to abolish iL Slavery exialed in the Territory 
of Iowa ; it had lo he abolished by law. The sale 
course, then, ia to resist its extension by law in the 
bjij. .node wUcli has.:M«w far proved effectoal. 
(Cheer*.) But if this ca.onot he done, we have two 
other resources. In the first place, we can constitu- 
tionally abolish ehvery lnese territories, if it 
should be introduced. Thd ordinance of ■87 j re-

There ia another mode in which the (]UCStionmay 
be met. If slaves are introduced into New Mexico 
and Utah, slave Slates will be formed in those terri- 
tories, and will Apply . for admission into the confed- 
eracy. They should be met at the doors of Congr 
with a stern and unyielding resistance. They should 
be chaiged with hAing covered a free land - with 
the ignominy of 'slavery,, and should be turned back 
upon themseiveB until they restored freedom 
ascendency. 

' These are the three mode* by. which lb" great 
purpose' of keeping free territory unstained by sla- 
very may bo accomplished. They will look to bu,- 
-norf exertion. Tliey rely on the inotrlaw; they 
ustrnst the intervention which Mr. Webster so re-

freedom ; yet no one either insulted .me, or treated 
unfairly or un courteously in the discussion. I en-' 
denrored to show them that the arguments they em- 
ployed sgainat the euumcipatioo and enfranchisement 
of the colored race were generally the arguments 
employed by the aristocrats, princes sod ptieats of 
Great Britain and Ireland againet the etnincipation 
" enfranchi*jjnent of the working classes of Mioae 
rics; and they seemed not to relish the idea of 
found in ihe ranks of the tyrants of Europe, 
have reason to believe that the son vernation which 
took place at the sale had a good effect ; and one 
thing ia certain, my neighbors are vary respectful 
kind; so far as I can see, both to me and my family 
sod friend*.

lUld you separate the black blood from the 
whiter Would you tend wiit* blood to Africa f 

■rnusled. He Hud he would not allow 
wed person to li»e in thaBtate. 'Why!' I 



They imcll so bad,' he antwered . 'But the slave- 
holders keep them in their houses,' I replied, • and 
iplsin Men 'thfry are taken away from them. 
They do not seem to think they smell peculiarly bad. 
And I see them employed as cooks and stewards in 
your finest steamships and as -waiter* in your most 
respectable hotels. How is that » You aro using an 
argument against the wronged people of color, which 
the men' who first invented it did not believe to ba 
sound. Ali people smell badly, if they 
into small and dirty rooms, and refused 
waahipg tliemaelre* and keeping themaelTe* and their 
olotiing olean.- I hare known while' people amoll so 
badly that I have found it impossible to remain in the 
with thnm ; and I hnvo known colored 
people as free from offensive odor* as the purest 
white men I ever was in company with. And M for 
amalgamation, if you are opposed to that, you should 
go for the abolition of slavery ; for slavery is the gnat 
amalgamator. If I am rightly informed. There is lit- 
tle or no amalgamation where the colored people arv- 
free. They keep themselves too much to themtelvee.' 
While. Iri the slave' States! the marks of 
atnalgsmatioB-^the marks entirely of the white*— arc 
-visible every where. f 

Another of my neighbor'* remarks was too grossly 
ideVire to be, repeated. Suffice it to say, the re-- 
msrke of^ myself and my friend* had manifestly eoroc 
good effect oh him.

Be it hereby known that the undersigned Com- 
mitter by the expressed wish of the citizens of 
Troy and Albany, publish and apprise the inhabit- 
ants of the State, that a Convention is called and 
will assemble in the city of Albany, on the 33d day 
of July, 1851. 

The psra mount objectof this Convention is to ns- 
se-mbte the disfranchised snd aggrieved portion of 
the people< of the State of New York, to deliberate 
upon, and propose, then and there, the conns to be 
pursued in the future and onward prosecution' of our 
interests and rights. 

Wo are not insensible lo the fsct that the public 
mind has been deeply a roused throughout the length 
and breadth Of this great country, and that those im- 
portant and agitating questions compiehend and in-, 
wilve our interests and the perpetuity of the govern-

and handreds of children are thereby violently 
ejected from schools, and thia iVopen violation of 
the law ; and for no reason save that of God's giving 
them a different ccrnajexion from those in power. 
^ A second subject for consideration, but first in 
importance, is the 'Suffrage question.' A special 
Jaw ofthe Slate requires every colored voter to be 
in poeseseion of two hundred and fifty 'dollars worth 
of real estate, tt& a qualification.

ALMOST A FUGITIVE SLAVE CASE. 
On Saturday last, a man professing to be a consta- 
ble from Berks county, with a constable from New 
Hope, and two other*, brought' a colored man to 
Doyleatown, whom they had apprehen 'ed at New 
Hope, and desired to lodge him in jail until the neat 
day.' Wlien the application was first made, it was 
alleged that the colored man was a fugitive from si a. 

very, but finding that the jail could not beusM to de- 
tain him on that ground, the allegation waa changed, 
and it was then said that he was a fugitive from jus- 
tice. The constable frofn Berks produced what pur- 
ported to be a bail-p{ece. by which it appeared a cer- 
tain colored man, named Davis, had been bound over 

, en court at Reading, to appear at the neat court 
of Quarter Sessions nt Philadelphia, to answer the ri- 
ch urges alleged against him on the pnrt of ihe 
Commonwealth. The constable said the mnn he had 
eustodyjras the proper person, and thot the offence, 
ough not set forth on the record, was larreny. The 
ory was not generally believed by those assembled. 
A member nf our bar proposed, to act as counsel for 
ie colored man,, and to have him placed in the prison 
by mutual consent— relieving the Sheriff from all re- 
sponsihititT— and then take out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus to teat the right to hold him- This the 'constable* 
declined, and the colored, man wu openly ad risedthfit 

there waa no nuthority to isold him.and thaifco could

ther said that a reward of $600 tint been offered for the 
apprehension or\the:tnan as a fugitive from labor or 
from justice. Those who assisted in apprehending 
him tt New Hope, it is said, received from'fifty to 
seTtnty-fi-vc dollars for their serrkps- 

The-' true state' of the case has not yet transpired ; 
but the questions which naturally arise are, if the* 
bail-piece, which is said to have the seal of the Berks 
County Court upon it, is genuine, why did thia con- 
-iteble pcrm,i£ his prisoner to go without malting som e- 

hing of an' effort to detain him, cspeciall; after ex- 
jendiris so much time arid money in apprehending 
him ? If the prisoner was a fugitive from slavery, 

against whom the law could be enforced, why was 
the proof not exhibited, and thecharEeapenlyandle^ 
gaily sustained! The whole affair looks very like a 
of kidnapping.— Bvekt Ca.

information recently received from Santa Fe fur- 
nishes reason to apprehend that slaveholders ire yet 
determined lo establish- slavery in thiv now /r« terri- 
tory. Ministers of the gospel, who cannot be per- 
suoded to preserve silence on this great question, are 
to be intimidated or driven from tlia country. The 
attempt ha* already bean made on Sue or this clua, 
who recently went to New Mexico from the State of 
Ohio. A gentleman who ia reported to bs a slave- 
holder waited upon him, and with a good deal of ap- 
parent solicitude for his welfare, sought to dissuade 
Mm free* any efforts sgainat the establishment of 
slavery in the temtory. His requests were rcspect- 
foify declined. The remainder of the interview 
we givein the narrative of the minister himself: 

"Then,' said be,' 'the mob will be upon yon; 
.they are talking of taking yoa out and inflicting vio- 
lence opon you,' I told him I did not covet a mar- 
tyr'ft fate, but f hoped LeK^wt shrink from it, if 
4 1c became necessary to' bearj(jo! the line of duly ; 
that I knew my rights as an American citizen and a 
man, and I kneW how lo maintain them ; thai I 
never yet -had- surrendered any one/of those rights 
at the dictation of a mob, and I never would do so 
but with my life.. He. then told me that' they were 
willing to pay my expenses back to tbefita&rif / 
would feiroe, I replied that J Tell very Ihenkfitl to 
the gerfllernen' who had ss generously and largely 
drawn upon their own resources, or were willing 
-■-to-do eay for toy benefit r but I eon Id not think of 
taking auch'in advutsgeflf a- generous impulse. 
'Well," said he, ' you musette your own course 
then, and abide the consequences.' I told liim I 
should certainly lake the liberty to do so, though I 
felt much obliged to him for hja deep interest in 
my behalf : and here we parted. T have, heard noth- 
ing fuitfaw&OT moV , [ 

The gentleman was made to realize how great an 
obstacle slavery presents to the preaching of the 
gospel. "When threats of violence failed: of ac- 
complishing Uioin purpose, a more secret under- 
mining 1 process was resorted to. The attempt was' 
tint- made to deprive him of a plnco for preach., 
ing, and sttba^jueirtly to prevent the attendance 
of hearers. Ewia lima this appeared to promise 
success, oat we learn, moro 'recently, that a way 
was about being opened for exerting a moro wide- 
ly extended influence than he hod anticipnted. 

Beaidea attempting tu exclude from tha territory 
every thing that would tend to bring the pccuirar 
institution into disrepoU^ industriona enorls. were 
made to prevent the ■ending out of such informa- 
tion as wtiald he likely to encourage emigration from 
the Northern- Slates. The following passage' will 
account for boob' of the reports now in -circulation : - 
'This ijf courae would leave it entirety at the dV 
posarof slaveholders, who will fill it up as fast as 
they can, Beforel left Missouri, this influence wan 
brought to bear on-me. It waa mora thin once said,

' The cultivation of the soilis carried "on with 
comparatively little labor, and aa * grating eoatotry 
it has perhaps no equal. In^a, portion of the terri- 
tory, I here been informed; cotton grows as finely, 
and yields,- ie-Wlrta iti any- of the Cotton-growing 
Slates. The Navajq lndiai* raise as fine whoatend 
corn aa ia, to "be found, perhaps, any where in 
the States, arid with scarcely any labor whatever.* 
The Pueblo Indians are likely to be in the way of 
: the slaveholder, anal most therefore be : deprived of 
the righto of eitittuahip, He thus speaks ofjthem : 
1 There ii no man, I presume, of intelligence, ac- 
quainted wiib (ho facia, who will not be forced to 
acknowledge that the Pueblo Indiana are among the 
better portion of the New Mexican population. 
They are more intelligent^ more indnstriona andeco- 
nmnieal, as harmless and inoffensive, and far more

Why, tlien,-»re Ehey to be 
stricken from the l\st of citizens, and placed upon 
the list with the Apaches, Navajoes and Cams riches? 
Tho reason ra very obvioss. With that native love 
. of freedom which burns in the bosom of an Indian, 
like the vigil fires of his own Montezuma, there is 
no hope tjiet they cajtever be won over to the sup- 
port of a system which even the untutored savage 
seldom practises but' from motives of revenge. If 
. admitted to eitizenahip, they might prove a trouble- 
some jfjement, when it shaHJae thought advisable to 
fomi si:"8tate .Gonatitution. And yet if, with all this 
gross wjurtice and outrage, the poorjndian grows a 
■ little restive, and shows an unlovely spirit, nothing 
„\ but aiuMlaiion iaa^t reward for his ingratitude.' 
The Navsjoea are another class of Indians that 
„ ire-Iihetnaoirerfromtherarjacityof the white popu- 
lation. : They have possessionsqaite too valuable to 
be- consistent with their own saiety.

- Being 
hqnnd for Alexandria, I got my vessel ashore at 
Wreck Island where Johnson was apprehended a 
slave, and having no free papers with him, would 
have been taken away, had 1 not signed a bond* for 
five hundred dollars to deliver him my self, if no cer- 
tificate of hie freedom cosld be obtained in New, 
Bedford, where he says 6e was born and brought 
The Justice of the PeatB promised me that he 
would write immediately to the people of New Bed- 
ford, named to him bv Johnson, but I have heard 
nothing from him. I«m nnw in Norfolk,' with my. 
vessel getting repaired, have discharged all my, crew 
Except Johnson. He says hiarnouWs name is Mary

Bedford. If you will see her and get a certificate 
of) his freedom, it will save ma trouble and set him at 
liberty. I shall be hare for 8 or 10 " 
sufficient time to get sn answer.'

1 The children 
of those men who had proclaimed that *H men wt 
created equal— that it was safe to lcnvepeople to go 
eta themselves— that there was no need of troops 
Aid in keeping down any class of mankind— that mi 
may be trusted with himself— it wna this rerr nath 
that doubted the greet experiment of liberty I 
aro told that in on e of the harbors of Antigua, I think, 
on the evening preceding the first of August, there 
^ was an American brig, of which the captain and the 
sailors were so afraid of their lives, that at midnight, 
on the Stotof July, they puttosea.andstoodoffcan- 
nan shot from the shore, to meet the first of August, 
and .witness, in safety, the scenes of earn age and con.

Extracts from an admirable Disco ut so on 'The 
ThrcoChicf Safeguard of Sociecj-," by Tbsodore 
Fahxeb— just published by Crosby & Nichola. 
An attack ia made on another safeguard of socioty, 
-yet more important. We have been told their is 
no law -higher than n human statute, no law above 
an act of the American- Congress. You know how 
this doctrine of the supremacy of the lower law has 
heen taught in the high places of the State, in the 
high places of the charch, And in ihe low places ofthe 
preen. You know with what Bneers~"hien have been 
lessaiiedwho appealed to conscience, to religion, and 
said, 'The IswufOod is supreme; ahuve nil the en- 
actinents of mortal men.' You have been witness to 
ottemptsto howl down the justice of the Almighty ,Wt 
hive tad d eel a. ms! ion and preaching against the low 
ofGoa\ It is said the French Assembly, dome 6fty or 
sixty years ago, voted that there should be no public 
Worship of God ; that there wis do God to worship; 
but it wes left for politicians and preachers of Am- 
erica, in our time, to declare that fliers is no law 
above the caprice of mortal men. Did the French 
' philosophero 1 deem speculative atheism ? the Am- 
erican ' wise men 1 put it inprocirce. They deny the 
fraction of God, ' Ji« hue nothing tftdo with man- 
kind.' This doct rine ia one oflhe fpnjpt ever taught, 
and tends directly to debauch the conscience of the 
people, What inhere were no law higher than an 
set -of parliament ? what would become of the parlia- 
ment itself ? There is such a thing conceivalrie aa 
personnt, speculative atheism. I think it ia a' rtfy 
rare thing. I have never known qn (atheist ; for, 
with ill about us speaking of God; all within us 
speskmarof him; every telescope revealing' the In- 
finite Mind in nebulas resolved to groups of systems 
of sans ; every microscope revealing lbs Infinite 
Father, yea. Mother of the World, in a drop of wa- 
ter, a~g rain of perishing wood, or an atom of stone; 
every little pendulum revealing hjj unchanging law 
on a small scale ; and this whole .group of solarsys- 
tems, in its slow and solemn swing through heaven- 
ly space, disclosing the same law, on a scale which 
only genius at first can comprehend, — it is not easy 
to arrive at personal speculative atheism, (t would 
be a dreadful thing, the stark denial of a God. To 
say there is no infinite Mind in finite matter, no or- 
der in the Universe, in providence only a fate, no 
God for all, no Father for any, only an inextinguish- 
able nothing that tills the desert and illimitable ether 
ofapace mtil timeHhn whence and n-hither of all that 
are,— auch a belief is conceivable ; but 1 do not be- 
lieve that there is a single atheist liviogon Ihe whole 
round world. There ia no general (Singer of per- 
sonal, speculative nlheism. When M. Lalnnde dt- 
claredthat he saw no God through his telescope, 
though he meant not is deny the real God of na- 
ture, the world rang with indignation at an astrono- 
mer nndevout ana mad. Bui practical, political 
atheism is a very common thing in America, in 
New England. This is not a denial of the essence 
«f God and bis being, hut of his function as Su- 
preme Ruter ofthe Church, of the State, of the peo- 
ple, of the Universe. Of that there is danger. The 
devil of ambition tempts iha great man to it; the 
devil of covetouaness, the little. Both strike hands, 
and say, 'There ia no higher law? and low men lift 
Op Iheir meail foreheads in the pulpits of America, 
and say, ' It is the voice of a god, and not of a men. 
There ia no higher law.' The greatest understanding 
of this land, with haughty scorn, hssletely said, 'The 
North Mountain ia very hi go ; the Blue Ridge, higher 
still ; the Alleghaiiies ; higher than either ; and yet 
this 'higher Isw'rtngei farther than *n eagle's flight 
above, the highest peak of the Alleghamca.'

I have scarcely any thing' to add to your letter. I 
would cheerfully sign every line of it Pursue your 
holy work. You have with you all great souls and 
all good hearts. 

You are pleased to believe and to assure me, that 
my voice, in this august cause of slavery, will be 
listened to by the great American people, who; I 
love to think, are closely linked to the mission of 
Prance. You desire me to lift up my voice. 

I will do it at once, wd+Vill do it on all occa- 
sions. I s.gree with yon in thinking, that within a 
definite lime — that within a time not distant— the 
United Slates will repudiate .-.slavery with horror. 
Slavery in such a country! Can there be an incon- 
gruity more monstrous? Barbarism installed in the 
very heart of a country which is itself the affirma- 
tion of civilization; liberty wearing a chain; blas- 
phemy echoing from the altar ; the collar of the ne- 
gro chained to tho pedestal of Washington ! Tt is a 
thing unheard of. 1 say more, it is impossible. Such 
a spectacle would destroy itself. The light of the 
uiapteenth century alone is enough to destroy it. 

What! slavery sanctioned by law among that il- 
luetriona people, who, for seventy years, hare mea- 
sured the progress of civilisation by their march, de- 
monstrated democracy by their power, and liberty 
by their prosperity !

Iff Deab Kimsolpb: 

I viaited Detroit, a second time, upon my retqrn 
from Chicago. I can not very well compare Ihe 
condition of the black, people in the two places. 
There are bot very few of oar people in Chicago, 
and I find, as a general role, that the prejudice 
against negroes, in » locality, is in direct ratio, to 
their number". Where there is the largest colored 

population, there is the most prejudice, and *hcro .i™ «..<i tum^ieue prosirmion or rr, 
that population is the smallest, there Is the least -W 'ho confidence I have reposed 
prejudice. Accordingly, I found much less negro- — ' 
phobia in Chicago, where our people number bot 
about 300, than in Detroit, where" there are about 
900. But I do not believe this rule would hold good 
as between Detroit and Chicago, were the case re. 
versed; for the white population of the twc cities 
diner materially on this subject. 
" V: In DeUo.it, us \ said, there are about SOO of our 
people. They have two or three churches. There 
are not more than enough to compose one good con- 
gregation, and sustain one good preacher, if you de- 
duct the number of those" who do not go to any 
meeting, and who do nothing to pay preachers. And 
by the way, the number of blacks who do not attend 
— raj igioua meetings ia always and evi 
in proportion, than the number of whites. Did you 
ever notice this, Randolph? Whites, when drunk- 
ards, licentious, or otherwise abandoned, keep away 
from meeting, and have nothing to do with religion. 
Blacks, sb a general thing, go to meeting, and not 
nnfreuo enlly get converted, as often as once or 
twice a year, in spite of their degradations and im- 
rnoralitiesT Except the Irish Catholics, our people 
pay more attention to religious matters lhaq any 
other class of people In the country. 

The largest number, in Detroit, attend the Meth- 
odist Church, * respectable congregatii 
with theBnptiBii.and there is ao Episcopal Society, 
but the Pastor, Rev. W. C. Monroe, (like a good 
mafiy other black gentlemen who hove 
grind,) is in Europe. Some, very active, Mining, 
business men, are among thaj disfranchised ch 
Detroit. Robert Banks has long been known as 
m, very/ active and. enterprising clothing dealer. 
Hessre. G. De Baptists and Garrett have been and 
•re now aiding him in that business, Cyrus Clarke, 
brother of Lewis and Milton, is in good and lucra- 
tive business, and he La acquiring real estate rapidly. 
Mr. George Do Baptiste owns * two story brick 
house oa one of tha best streets, which it aa good aa 
one half the residences or the gentry who rob black 
Ufolyertnes of tbe.Tight to'vote. Mr. Wallace has, 
by hii indostry, made himself able to purchase one 
«jf the best farwe in ihe Btatg.df MicAjamn. '. I waa. 
— tntTbdueed to one friend, C blacksmith, who. ja doing 
as much- buaioes* at bis useful trade ss soy one in 
the city, lift Robert Oordoa it a. barber* but, on- 
Itse the muss of his profession, ha shaves black men 
arid while men, alike. ■ That's a good deal for 
barber to doj ia'st it?

I was pleased to Dad, that our 'eloquent 
friend, Henry Bibb, editor of the Fatetof Ike Fugi* 
rW, has property in Detroit, worth bo roe $5000, 
That shows what a. fugitive. can da Henry Bibb 
and Cyrus Clarke were slaves hat yeeterdlay, as it 
were." One is now worth some S3000,nnd the other 
some $5000. Many a young black dandy has been 
(trotting, Swelling, and smoking, in New York and 
Philadelphia and Baltimore daring the time these 
men have been secerhul sting, and, like myself, they 
are about as well orT to-day as they were ten yea™ 
ago.

■ produce contrary results? Notonly this, but this in- 
strnetion must necessarily be imparted by their mas- 
ters. And lor slaveholders, among the moil indolent 
of jam, to set themselves up at, washer* ofinduaUy. is 
preposterous ; for slaveholders, — proverbially impro- 
vident,— to propose to give lessona to their alaves in 
thrift, it absolutely ridiculous. But it is idle to ex- 
paot ihis preparation, even if these fatal objections 
eould by removed.

the island flour sells at f 16 and $18 a barrel, butter 

thirty-eight cents a pound, eggs from three 
Ave cents a-piecc, and ham at twenty-five' cents 
pound 1 But it U said that tho exports of Jamaica 
have greatly fullen off sinee emancipation, and that 
.fallen almost ton nominal value, These 
objections are both true, but they do not by any meant 
that .laves, if emancipated, will not work 7 . 
There were exported from Jamaica, in ISM, 84,758 
hogshead, of sugar, ¥ 2,iu puncheon* rpm, 
17,725,781 lbs. of coffer— whilst in 1848, on)y 42,212 
bogsheads of augar, 20,194 puncheons of rum, and 
8,98^41 pounds or coffee were exported. Mr. Bigo- 
low, ihJiisiecent work, entitled • Jamaica in 1850,' pp. 
56, 67, gives several instances of (he deterioration in 
tho price or land. He mentions one estate, once 
worth £68,26o, which has been sold for £8400 ! ' But 
other causes beside emancipation bnvo been in opera- 
Jamaica, fully sufficient to account for ita 
present condition. These cause*, which are very 
clearly explained and ettabliahed byMr.Bigelow, are, 
(1.) The degrading estimate put upon all physical la- 
bor by tho whites. (2.) Nine-tenths of all the lund 
under cultivation was owncTby absentees, and, of 
course, managed as all such estates are, in the most 
expensive and poorest miuiner, by agents. Thiaaya- 
haa been always found disastrous in its effects, 
rever it has been tried. (3.) All the estates on 
the Island were very heavily mortsajged to foreigners. 
It wu estimated ihat the whole reel estate which was 
under cultivation in 183S would i"iot have sold f or 
pay off tho incumbrances ! The Island was 
hopelessly insolvent prior to emancipation: Mr. 
igelow names other causes, but these arc much more 
« to account for the present condition of 
the Island, confessedly poor as it is so far as thenbm- 
(sranre concerned. Emancipation did not, by any 
manner of means, cause the present state of things- 
rttt»Tfjy wont, it only precipitated that result 



as, to help the infirm, and, as 
of these Societies states, ' to 
encourage sobriety and industry, and to check disor- 
derly and immoral conduct.'

These are tho men whsfrwUl notwr 
unless they are whipped! These dre She crcatu. 
who are so very improvident that they cannot take 
care of themselves, until that, slaveholding owners 
have given them a few more of iheir valuable lesson. 

thrift and industry I (5.) The emancipated slaves 
ste improving in mollis. It, Antigua, for the nine 
years ending Dec. 31, K32, there were only 161 
riages between slaves. Less than 2m. marriages in 9 
years in a population of 80,000 1 Id 1833, the last 
year of slavery, there were 81-whtlat in 1835, the 
first whole year of freedom, there were 420 marriages 
duly solemnised.

That seems to be the senti- 
ment whieh prevails. Why, men do not complain 



, 'PpcJoif to the ten com- 
mandroent*, when the, were given on Mount Sinai 
Tha-cotnmand is, ' Thoo shall not steal ? but there 
w no clause appended, providing for an ample main- 
tenancy without stealing. So, too, there „ a com- 
mand, ' Thou abalt not kill ? £ut are men to tit down 
and calculate aa to what the consequences will be if 
they do not kill, and, Pike the soldier, inquire how 
they shall got a living, if they do not get it by de- 
atroyihg- the lives of others? But' we talk as if we 
thought that, unless immediate and direct blessing 
and pro H peri (J ai, ena thedoing f „ good act, we 
are under no obligation to do that act. 

A man ia indeed promised the bliss of heaven, on 
Condition that ho obeya Ihe wilt of God, but I rather 
Mpect he 1wd better obey, heaven or no heaven, 
threatened with the pains of liell, — at least, 
ie churches,— if he do not obey God and jus- 
tice; Ithink he had better obey, even if there be no 
hell. Bui thatdoeajiot appearto beat he principle on 
which Ihe world acts, or is taught to act. Now, 
j I care not when a command it given from on high!

ture, I care not what consequences are to follow the 
observance of that command.

I have said that the Church was sanctifying these 
efforts at preserving- the Union.

self on the strength the English and Irish emigrants 
would give to the cause of abolition, when leaving 
the, old country for America; never dreaming that 
they could be recreant to Truth and Freedom, or that 
n voyage across the Atlantic coald, by any possibili- 
ty, transform, bom freemen into the tho meanest of 
all mean slaves i for .< 
' They are slaves who fear to speak 
Fur the fallen and the weak; 
They an slaves who will not choose 
Hatred, suffering, and abuse, 
Itather than in silence shrink 

Frorn'thf truth they needs must think ; 

They are slaves who dure not be 
In tha right with two or three.' 
The English and Irish generally, (and I have tolk- 
ed with jBany,) seem to : take one of two positions; 
either they are silent altogether, and so aid and abet 
slavery — or, they become compromisers ot the mat- 
For tny esm part, I hardly know which ia the 
worse; but, cetUlnly, 1 think absolute silence the 
sr of the two. To all my /country men, who 
to this land, ^say, they should either array 
in opWaition faa slavery, ot be honest 
lough at on«« to "declare their intention of not coon, 
tenanting it, in whatever form it may present itself. 
To csmderari it at home end abroad is . their bounden 
duty; sndU they rail, they are traitors to their Fa- 
therland and the Truth. . - 

.The history of Grest Britain, for mnny centuries, 
present* one continued warfare agaihstvoppression ; 
and can we, by a journey of a few days, obliterate 
from our memories the glorious dcedt-of our fathers f 
Can Ite hlot eat tho remembrance of Cromwotl, 
Hampden, Clsrkson, Wilberforce, and all tho other 
host of protectants against wrong, and. turn, round to 
id and abet it towards our colored brethren 2 If .we 
in, we ought not ! 
We all dislike the nemo of coward ; let its take 
ire not to deserve it. Let us not forgot the strug- 
gles df the past; ttat, by the reTttembranco of the foul 
blot* we haro wiped awaynatrive to wipe nwnythe 
Wins of others. Lotus bs thetruly dauntless, where 
Freedom is concerned. 

Wo are sometimes told that England entailed slave, 
ry on Americas but it is not the truth. To the 
Dutch thi* famor belongs. But. even supposing we 
had dons bo, we have shown, in our own acti, that 
if we can commit wrong, we likewise know how to 
epent Let America take example from England, 
ind when sometimes tempted to condemn that dear 
old land, do her at least tho justice she deserves. Let 
be said of her children, that when already over- 
burdened with taxation and suffering, they did 



free from the hands of the polluter of virtue, frbm the 
foul forced lust of the destroyer of the pence nrld hap- 
pinesi, cTen of the humblest homes. I<et America 
publish the faults of tho mother country — proclaim 
them loudly to the world— and 1, for one, willth 
will bless her for it; but do not malign her ki 
ingly. Compare hrr sins and her repentance with 
your own ! Tall ihe sons of Britain, who come here, 
lliey are wrongers of themselves, injurers of Ameri- 
-oa, enemies to her progress, il they arc not faithful to 
Justice, Mercy and Truth! mien our greut 01 
come here, and give sanction to institutions they df 
not uphold at home, tell them— as I do now— they 
are mean, confmptibln hypocrites; they have for- 
gotten their manhood, they disgrace their country, 
and should hide their heads in shame. 

When we soo men, like Father Mathew and Sir 
Chikles Lieu, stooping to decloro slavery 
asserting that the poor freemen of Other lands art 
worsrt off than the slaves ot America, we can sea 
wonder ai the little-minded bending beneath tho 
perirlcumbcnt load; but at such men aa the above 
mentioned, wo marvel indeed. Father Matuew es-

Bul'lhe day of retribution will come, when 
Father Mathew shall led the slings of conscience, the 
terrors of remorse, and wiU curse the day when he 
sold himself shamefully and. shamelessly to Errnr, 
Falsehood, rind Dishonor. Once the honored friend 
and compatriot of Daniel O'Conncll, he has dis- 
graced that friendship, and sunk in fargetfulnesa the 
memory of that great and good man.

The Counsel who 
appeared for'the claimant were Mr. Dennis Bowen, 
law partner or Post Master General Hall, and the

A fine 
of fifty dollars— a vary large amount, forsooth— is 
inflicted upon' him for his brutal assault upon an tin. 
offending matt, futon any ndequate punishment for 
the offences — is-it believed tir oe so by the court? 
Why, it is well known the slave owner whose agent 
beta will gladly pey the espensea attendant upouihe 
recovery of so valuable a slave, were they four times 
that amount. The offender, it is well known, will 
not pay aatxponceof toe Due nor lose ■ceat bythe 
operation, j Justice demanded that the punishment 
should be one that would reach the offender, [in- 
priBonuienl, which the law authorized the magistrate 
to inflict, could alone in reality reach the man who 
bad committed the offence, and by imprisonment it 
waa there lore the duty of the. magistrate tu punish 
the crime., We do nut deeire to mike any extended 
comments .upon 'this shameful ufiiiir. The peop| B 
have wntcbed the proceedings, and they will re- 
member the actors in ibis gross outrage upon their

The Presidential Election, full returns of wb 
hid not been received at Monrovia at ihe lime u . 
the sailing of tho packet, had resulted in there- 
election, by q large majority, of the present able 
and popular incumbent, Joseph J. Roberta. Judge 



dates for VicB-Preaident were A. D, Williams and 
Stephen A. Benson. The former bad [undoubtedly 
been elected. James B. McGill w elected Sena- 
tor from Montaerrado, Edward Morris for Siuoe, 
John Hanson for Grand Bun. " 

Two Representatives from Hontterrado, elected, 
would not W entitled to their seats, having been 
discovered not to possess the constitutional proper- 
ty qualification. Party feeling is «aid to have 
high during the election ; and the people mani 
ed a deep interest in public afJairs. 

At the Ism session of the Legislature, an set wss 
pssaed authorising the ChiefMagiatraie lo form n 
settlement, with volunteers, affias™ Cove Proper, 
near Fi slims n Grando's town ;-r £iwsident Roberts, 
in compliance with the act, visited Grand Bus mi, in 
the Government schooner, to superintend the move- 
ments for 4 settlement. He found there the British 
steamship Centaur, Com. Fanabawe. Mr. Grando, 
It seems, was opposed to the settlement, and ap- 
plied KfCotn. Faubawe to assist him in resisting 
the President's purpose. The Commodore inform- 
ed him that the British exercised no dominion in 
Liberia, and advised bis lordship to submit cheer- 
fully to the laws of the Republic- i 

At Ihe instance of President Roberts. Grando 
was invited on hoard the Centaur by Com, Fan- 
shawe, where be was taken aback on being introduc- 
ed to the-presence of the President himself. « Ah, 
, Grando,' exclaimed President. Robeiy, ' I hear that 
: you are going to raalte war with my people that are 
going to set down close to your town.' ' I no say 
eo,' rejoined Grando; *he be lis palaver; I no say [ 
go fight your people. Who say so V President 
Roberts told him ol the vain attempts he had made 
to incite the * country people* to join a league with 
him to oppose Ihe establishment of •settlement near 
his town. The President then assured him of his 
intentions, and Grando, alter averring repeatedly 
that he had never intended to oppose his settlement, 
retired: > + 

President Roberts, ■ year before, had visited 
Grando— who, by tho way, has no rightful claim to 
-n »ny territory in the Sasea Country— and expressed 
to him his desire to settle the Cove, but not to dis- 
turb the Fiahtnen. Ha reqaeated Grando to desig- 
nate aspot that would he most agreeable to himself 
and people. Grando pointed out a capital site for a 
city, or rather started to do so, but pretending him- 
self sick on the way, returned to his own town, and 
directed Jack Massa, a. subordinate head Fishinan, 
to carry., the- President to the spot; and expressed 
himself oS being greatly pleased at having ■ 'Mericg 
man at his back.'l e., that he enjoyed the protec- 
tion of the Liberian Government. 

After the interview- with Grrodo on board tho 
Centaur, as mentioned shove, President Roberts 
lauded bis compnny of volunteers, which consisted 
of thirty- six men, under command of Col. Weaver, - 
fend a company of twelve purines from the Govern- 
ment schooner, who took; peaceable possession of 
Grando's town, and proceeded to fortify it, the Gab- 
men having deserted it, and carried* away every 
moveable thing with them. 

The bushes were levelled and entrenchments 
throwiMin, inclosinf an area of a hundred yards 
square, at two angles oC. which stockades were con- 
structed for the ordinances. Grando after ward .pro- 
posed to visit the encampment, and sent hie 'head 
' i asslitance that he should not be 



Grando was afraid to face his Excellency, and final- 
ly did not go. Their highnesses, Nine-toed Jack 
and Prince Jumbo afterward visited the camp, ex- 
changed civilities wiib President Roberta, end pro- 
mised to be faithful adherents to the Republic. 
A letter from President Roberts saye: 
'I am happy to inform you that the blessings oT 
Heaven continue to rest upon our efforts on this side 
the water. Our commercial and agricultural pros- 
pects are decidedly encouraging. The people are 
giving mora and more attention lo agriculture, 
and are becoming In consequence mora «nd 
mora independent. No year has produced mare 
extensive improvements in Ihe Republitj than the 
present, and the Government has been exceedingly 
fortunate in settling the wars and disputes anion it

I Lord Ellcnborough was without doubt one of the 
ablest judges in English history, but one of ihe 
most determined politicians also. In private And in 
public, in the House of fiords and on the bench, he 
was a politician. And this ruling passion appeared 
in the Inst esene of his judicial life. It .Lay be 
well to refresh ourselves withjbe_jncidenL 

Wi Hiiro Hone, "a : bookseller to whom we are in— 
debted for many valuable publications, had entered 
into the lib erst movements of the day, and was fi- 
nally proceeded against on three tx-oMcio informa- 
tions for the publication of three libels, entitled the 
lata John Wilkes's Catechism, the Political Litany 
*t»H the Sinecurist'e Creed. The trial on the firm 
information wm under the direction of Mr. Jus- 

, tice Abbott, afterwards Lord Tenderden, a learned 
and just Judge, but of a very gentle nature, end very 
little of a politician. It resulted in a verdict of ac- 
quittal. It was evident »o those anxious for the 
conviction of the defendant, lhat this mild judge 
would never succeed in this work ; and Lord lillen- 
bocough, in the excess of his seal to bring this 
about, undertook to preside on the second trial. It 
Is reported tint he went.to the Court House vowing 

, '".'A 1,8 wonW P"*"™ * conviction. In the middle 
of December, 1818, he appeared on the bench pale 
and won, as ir death bid already set his seal upon 
him, but with a spirit made stern by the occasion 
and by disease.

There was a wiah on (taepaK.of the people 
of the Northern States to shield .themselves from the 
charge of alaveholding, but as they shared in tho guilt, 
bo was not satisfied with letting them off without 
their share in tho odium. • 

And now, a word about the Fugitive Slavo Bill. 
That measure was in every respect an nnoojjttitution- 

It set aside the rrght formerly enjoyed 

by tha fugitive of trial by jury-it annulled his claim 
to the writ of habeas corpus-it afforded to him no 
ptotection, no opportunity of proving his right to bo 
free, end it placed every free colored person at the 
mercy of every unprincipled person who might wish 
to lay claim to him. (Hew.) That law is oepnsed to 
the principle* of Cbriatianity— foreign ili£> to the 
Uwa.ot Oodv«n4«ran; ft^edjemrvrwed-Jbe^ hole 
population of (lie free Stat** into a band of slsve- 
catohera, and every rood of territory is but ao much 
hunting-ground, over which' they might chase thefu- 
Ritive. ^ But while they were speaking of slsvery in 
United States, they must not omit to mention that 
there was a strong feeling in that land; not only 
against the Fugitive Slave Law, but also against tbe 
existence of slavery in any form. ^ There W M « band 
of fcorlesa men and women in tbe city of Boston 
whose labor for the alive had resulted in good beyond 
calculation. Tbia noble and heroio clan had caused 
the whole country to be in agitation, until their prin,

IgaEned information from every 
source, public and private, from slaveholders and ahol 
litionists. respecting the course of Mr. thpmpson. 
through the country, and I am satisfied that ho gave 
an impetus to the cause of freedom then which it 
had not received for years before. His tour through 
tho States of Msaaaehiisetta and New York, the xcll 
with which the people came. forth to welcome him at 
every meeting— the fact that when he lefl the city of 
Boston", the friends in Bolton acoompanied him along 
distance to where the steamer wss moored, is nough 
to satisfy my mind a* to the valvo^Kcod upon his la- 
bor* and talenls by the friends ofmy oppressed race.

EMANCIPATION EN NEW GRENADA. 

The provisions of the recent law for ths abolition 
of slavery in the republic of New Grenada are no- 
ticed by the Panama Star a* follows. The law goes 
into effect on the 1st of January nexi: — 

That on the day iumed, 1st of January, slavery 
shall no longer exist in this republic. All persons 
liberated from alavery shsll be entitled to the earne 
privileges, and governed by the esme laws, as are ' 
other citizens of New Grenads, — 

No slave under forty-five yeare aha]] be valued at 
a greater sum than one thousand six hundred reals 
if a male, nor over one thousand two hundred reels 
if a female ; over fourty-fire, the value of a male slave 
shall not exceed one thunsand two hundred mala, 
which compensation is to bo paid to the owner* by 



It appears further, that the law contemplate* the 
purchaoeof certain New Grenadian* who are held in 
slavery fo Peru. On this, ' El Pansnuat' remarks : 

All Grenadian*, taken ha Fern as alavea anfiVes, 

absolutely free, and New Grenada ie under no obli-' 
gation to pay one sent for them.' ,/

At 
least, ao it seems to me, and I think not without good 
A general organization, on the plan of the 
is attended with greater geographical diffi- 
culties here than in England, France, or Switzer- 
land, or any other European country^ and yet, aland" 
ing s as all our churches do, on the same platform of 
equal rights and privileges, there are fewer disturb- 
ing causes among them; and animosities, wherever 
they exist, s re perhaps less bitter than in most other 
countries.

Mr Deab Sir: ■ 

Your letter of the 8th orJfarch, on the sheet con- 
taining the 'Resolutions des Comitea de Paris et de 
Geneve,' enme safely to hand. li strikes mess very 
desirable that you should iiave a large and interesting 
meeting of the Alliance in London this summer, 
and that lhe United States should be well and fully 
"presented in it I am frequently in New York, and 
ill confer jvith Dr. Baird and others On the- subject, 
and see what can be done toward furthering this ob- 
ject What Ihe result may be, I cannot say. 

The Alliance, as on organization, has never suc- 
ceeded in t his country, an il probably wiil not, for rea- 
sons, which I mentioned to you in a letter, seme two 
or.three years since ; and yet the pnnmplts tltd spirit 
pr that-blessed meeting in the summer of 1846, nitva 
diffused themselves very widely among tbo evangel- 
ical denominations of this country. My present po- 
sition, nnd relations to the churches, tn different 
parts of the land, enable me, I think, to say this 
with a good deal of confidence. There is decidedly 
less of Ihe disputatious, sectarian spirit, and more 
harmony, kind feeling, brotherly love, and cordial 
co-operation among Christians of different names, 
than has ever before' been known among us. At 
least, so it seems' to 'me, and I think oot without good 
reason, A general organization, on the plan of the 
Alliance is attended with greater geographical diffi- 
culties here than in England, France, or Switzer- 
land, or any other European country , and yet, Stand- 
ing, as all our churches do, on the same platform of 
equal rights and privileges, there are fewer disturb- 
ing causes among them ; and snirDositje*, wherever 
they exist, are perhaps less bitterthan in most other 
ecu titties. Legislation, with as, has erected no barri- 
ers to Christian love snd fellowship. We need, sim- 
ply, an tmrense of the spirit snd power of the gos- 
pel, together with a hater undtfttanXng of each 
other's real views and feelings. And I cannot 
but hope there is an enhance among us, in both of 
these particulars. " : 

The general state of religion in the non-slsve- 
holding States is, on the whole, encouraging. At 
the present time, evangelical churches sre blessed 
with the quickening and converting influence of the 
Divine Spirit, toa greater extent than at any previous 
time for the last ten or twelve years, The greatest 
obstacle which true religion has lo contend .with, at 
present, is found in Ibe sweeping tide of our worldly 
prosperity. This has probably no parallel in the his- 
tory of sny nation ; but I tremble for the results. 

As to tUwtrp, to which you allude, you most' not 
suppose there is any diminution of hostility to it in 
the Northern States; on thasconlrair, I believe 'it -■ 
was never viewed with feelings of deeper detest a- ' 
rjon/ by tho great mass of the people of the North, 
than at present This abhorrence' has bsen freatty 
increased by the nsssage and oeeretions of the Infa- 
mous ' Fugitive Slave Law' The simple fact is, .

persona criminally concerned in the transaction, 

The District Attorney was especially instructed 
to aacertain whether the facts would make out the 
crime of treason against the United States, and if so, 
to take. prompt measures to secure all concerned for 
trial for that offence. , 
— - I am instructed to assure your Excellency that the 
President regards this jriolatiou ofthe rights of tho 
peaceful crtUens of Maryland with deep abhorrence, 
and that be will not rail to exercise ail his
